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Thus destruction of property, life, and obtain¬ 
ing of sexual or other pleasures by and for those 
whose life is certain only in its uncertainty is natural 
and moral and must receive the sanction of the sane 
and sober men. It matters not if it receives the 
condemnation of demented, and auto-hypnotised 
faddists and puritans. 

The slow and irregular flow of life—its jerky, 
spasmodic nature—in India can be easily explained 
away by the above. 

The values which were picked up in the old 
days when conditions were quite different cannot 
be of any use to us now. In fact, they retard our 
onward and upward movement. They should 
be amended, deleted, added to in the light of new 
experiences and new conditions of living. 

Take the Hindus. As Conquerors they ac¬ 
quired certain Values in order to float on and with 
life. Those Values having been considered fixed 
remain stay put and in life there is not such a thing 
as fixed. Along with their degeneration, those 
values also deteriorated and to-day what sums 
up their ethical code is based on slave-morality. 
Every rightly brought up Hindu realises that the 
unnatural and immoral division into castes has 
played havoc and that the differential ethical code 
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for the sexes has resulted in dehumanising Tv-omen 
—our daughters, sisters, wives, and mothers and 
in robbing every man of that dignified outlook on 
lire which was once his characteristic. And yet 
those fossil, stinking values are adhered to if not 
in substance then in their shadow. 

It is queer that the Mussalmans do not realise 
that the values given to them in their Koran by 
their prophet were the values for the free, con¬ 
quering Arabs. How can they fit in when the 
Mussalmans are conquered and have no free exis¬ 
tence of their own? The tot has set in and one 
sees the two important sections of Mussalmans 
—Shias and Sunnis—engaged in destroying each 
other in the name of their religion—Islam. How 
tragic a fail brought about by the maladjustment 
of those splendid values in Koran when applied 
to the present downward and backward conditions 
of their existence. Islam which gave to the world 
democracy in its strictest and truest sense is today 
in India engaged in the Taberrah 1 and Madbesabha 2 
battle—a puerile struggle which will have severe 
repercussions on the community. Incidentally it 
will lower the dignity of Islam in non-Islamic

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countries and with non-Mohammedan groups. 
The fluidity of and adaptability in Life being accept¬ 
ed, it behoves one to study the basic needs of Life. 
They in every case pertain to food and sex. The 
first cry of the new-born babe is for food and as 
long as life persists the demand for food continues. 
Its frequency and its intensity are very great. 

Sex needs evolve after a certain period and given 
a good environ m ent and good health, the period 
can be extended. But there comes a time when it 
cannot be denied and, if it is repressed or suppressed, 
it directs sexual energy into unnatural channels 
and smashes one’s nervous system. The sex aber¬ 
rations have always a bad effect on one’s health. 

The sublimation of this energy is the Utopians’ 
fad, the base on which Mahatmic edifice of moral 
culture is invariably constructed. A good deal 
of rubbish from archaic days has been written on 
sex and it is tragic that the same anti-diluvian 
ideas still persist in some minds—fossil or otherwise. 
All religions in the Past have viewed sex from a 
wrong angle. They got obsessed with the idea of 
‘Sins of Flesh’. May be they did not know how 
to separate the two functions—procreation and 
pleasure—combined into one by Nature. 

To-day man has triumphed over Nature by 



separating the two and as such the old Values on 
Sex have got to be revalued in the light of this 
new discovery. There is nothing inh erently 
wrong in and with sex. “To those for whom sex 
is impure, there are no flowers in Nature”. Sex 
is a thing of beauty and joy. It is Art. Its appli¬ 
cation and use have to be studied. Food is neces¬ 
sary for preserving life, while sex is necessary for 
beautifying and continuing life. At proper time, 
sex satisfaction should not be denied. The sub¬ 
limation of this energy can be taken up after one 
is nearing the satiation point. Those who have 
crossed sixty and have had full sex experiences are 
the loudest about sex sins and it is they who preach 
abstinence from sex and sublimation of sex energy. 
These Mahatmas 1 choke life. They have rendered 
bad service to Hindus. In this connection, Islam 
is freer and purer than Hinduism. Christianity 
also stinks of the decadent and putrid sex morality 
of the Hindus. 

The basic needs of Life are food and sex and 
the rest are secondary. This fundamental truth 
is accepted partially by Hinduism. It accepts the 
first—food, and modifies the second, sex. It 
attaches an unmarketable premium to abstinence.

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One who abstains from woman is a demigod—the 
old idea of “torture of flesh” in another form. 
It touches the apex when it rigorously forces ab¬ 
stention on hapless and helpless women, the 
widows. If complete abstention makes one a god, 
then in the words of the great German philosopher 
Nietzsche “the ideal saint would be the eunuch.” 

The fact is that since times immemorial, poverty 
and its resultant hunger have been applauded. 

“Daridra Narayan” 1 and “.passing thro’ the 

eye of a needle” are well-known to us. Its concomi¬ 
tant, ‘feeding the hungry’, has been proclaimed 
to us as the highest beneficent act—a sort of a sure 
permit for entry into heaven. 

Sex has always been tabooed and even to-day 
there are men who believe in annihilating it with the 
aid of man-made laws. This fight between man¬ 
made laws and divine urge is plunging the human 
society into abyssmal depths of sexual aberrations. 
The fact about sex is that its desire has always been 
masked. Sex-pose has always been the favourite 
stunt of nearly all the people. 

It is for this reason that you find in every clime

Liberalisation of injunctions on ses will con¬ 
siderably purify and strengthen the flow of life. 
If the flow is barraged, it overflows or is side¬ 
tracked. This is a plea not to allow side-tracking 
of sexual energy into unnatural channels, for on 
it depends the purity and strength of Life. 

Life studied individualisticaily appears ter¬ 
minable. It ends, but studied in groups it appears 
endless. It is more or less patterned on the same 
lines. The differences are superficial. Its uni¬ 
versality and uniformity are observable, wherever 
it is studied from a mass standpoint. If one 
could only realise the oneness of Life, its con¬ 
stant recurrence and eternal newness, its beauty 
and its freshness, its seriousness and its grandeur; 
one could easily transmute leaden life into a golden 
existence wherein man pines not for the primary 
needs of Life—food and sex.

Those who seek for finality in Truth ignore 
their own basic limitations—limitations of Time and 
Space. Truth as a subjective study is feasible, 
but its objective study lands one in a wilderness 
of auto-created hypnotic morass of Doubt and 
Fraud. Result—“the Himalayan blunders” 1 with 
their serious repercussions on the Socio-economic 
cum Political life of a nation. The assumption 
that one’s “inner voice” is perfectly attuned with 
the Nomina and that one’s own mind acts as a 
receiver of the messages flashed by “the unknow¬ 
able” cannot stand the test of Reason though all 
religions owe their birth to the above abortive and 
illogical principle. 

Kant in his Critique of Pure Reason clearly 
establishes the futility of Man aiming at analysing 
and synthesising and thus understanding the No- 

1 Gandhi’s oft-repeated phme. 
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mina. But what is the percentage of people who 
have heard of and understand Kant? 

Take away the pure and puerile assumptions, 
on which all religions are based and you see them 
tottering. For example, question the words of 
Bra/m 1 and myriads of Hindu gods and goddesses 
and you see Hinduism vanishing. Raise a point 
on Ahlam (direct communion between God and 
Man) and you see the inherent weaknesses in Islam. 
It is for this reason that a true Mussalman is not 
permitted to question even a letter (not to speak 
of a word) in and of Koran. Christianity from 
which the subtle tie between God and his son Christ 
is snapped becomes flat and unacceptable. 

The three great religions of the w r orld and all 
other religions are based on the words of Gods 
either directly communicated or indirectly commu¬ 
nicated by Him to man. The Hindus have a fine 
philosophy of their own. Through centuries 
they have been putting their thoughts into words 
and making them uttered by Vishnu 2 , Shiva 3 , and 
millions of their Avatars (Demi-gods) and thus

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securing their acceptance by denying Reason to 
billions of Hindus who are incapable of thinking 
for themselves. Lord Krishna oowach (says) and 
whatever he says must be accepted at its face value 
by the Hindu. One has no liberty to enquire the 
names, designations, and addresses of the steno- 
tvpists who took down those words. Ail religions 
when boiled down teach “universal brotherhood 
under the fatherhood of God.” That is their 
great Truth and, paradoxical as it may sound, it 
is the greatest lie invented by man. There is no 
such thing as universal brotherhood—it is bunkum 
—and the fatherhood of God is illusory and dubious. 

When Religion which is supposed to be a re¬ 
servoir of Truth is itself full of lies, how can one 
expect even an iota of Truth in lesser things of Life? 
Truth in its absolute sense is beyond man and yet 
men delude themselves by fancying Truth. In 
the limited sense, Truth has a real significance of 
its own. It attempts to portray conditions which 
make up Life. But in this narrow conception 
of Truth, there creep in a few aberrations due to 
the imperfections latent in men. 

Thus finite truth is within out scope, but in¬ 
finite truth beyond us. 

Apply the above to War. War is a great 
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truth, for it has been with us since the beginning 
and ifc sha11 outlast us. Its form will iSidemo 
great changes, but its effect except in intensity 

will be the same. 

Any effort to weed it out absolutely without 
changing the very nature of man will not succeed. 
The realisation of the fundamental link between 
human blood and war will go a long way in making 
us understand the basic nature of wars. 

Till by some method, so far unknown to us, 
human blood can be pumped out and in its place 

aqua pura distilla is pumped in; wars cannot be 
ended.

How' can Soul-power over-ride Tank-aero 
power, money power, intellectual and other kind 
of powers? Measured in terms of physical units, 
it is even far below H. P. (Horse-Power). A 
rational view ought to be that soul-power in its 
own domain of spiritualism may have some sig¬ 
nificance, but it is out of place in a world organis¬ 
ed more on physical values rather than on ‘ethical’ 
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values. To rope in Truth, to bolster up this 
Mahatmic fallacy, is to beg the whole question. 
Remember that guns roar more loudly than the 
souls whisper and what is more the reverberations 
and the effect of the former are much greater. 

The reality is that in all of us there is a desire 
to project our thoughts into ‘fancy 5 worlds of our 
own creation. Mundane, fiat problems of every¬ 
day life dull the edge of our thought which likes 
to roam unfettered in realms of our own making. 
This ‘urge of the ego 5 takes us to lands back of the 
beyond and is responsible for a very large amount 
of abstruse metaphysical literature which satisfies 
the ego. 

To unravel the complexities which we ourselves 
introduce, we assume that we are following Truth: 
our brand of Truth is the Truth, the whole Truth, 
and nothing but the Truth. The world is so 
chokeful of different varieties of man-made Truths 
that the reality about Truth is lost sight of. There 
is the Mahatmic Truth, ‘the upper Ten 5 Truth, 
the bourgeoisie Truth, the proletarian Truth, the 
Male Truth, the Female Truth, and the Kiddies 
Truth and one may add the Religious Truth, the 
Politicians Truth, the lawyers Truth, the Doctors 
Truth, and the Businessman’s Truth. In these 
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various streams of Truth ever-changing from time 
to time, from place to place, from conditions to 
conditions; mere man who forms more than ninety- 

nine per centum of human group flounders keens 
afloat, or sinks. 5 1 

The reality then about Truth is that it is beyond 
man. All else that goes under the brand of Truth 
is pseudo-truth, good palliative for doping know¬ 
ledgeless men or women to whom knowledge 
comes but wisdom lingers. 

This pseudo-truth is called the worldly truth 
and is necessary for those weaklings who cannot 
depend on themselves. Those who need crutches 
m travelling thro’ this vale of tears must have 
recourse to man-made Tmths-any brand that 
suits them. Divine Truth or the Absolute Truth 
is a mystical term beyond humanity-past, present 
or uture. That is why a conscientious intellec¬ 
tual has no hesitation in declaring that all religions 
are based on hes-man-fabricated, and man-utter-' 

tnW [ Truth or the basic Truth is that 

trmh which enables us to make due and proper- 

allowances for the ideological differences of others 
and its active principle is ‘Live and Let Live’. 

^ ffiife conditions are denied to an individual, 
or to a nation, or to a country; then he or it must 
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mobilise all the forces and make living for others 
impossible. All values should be surrendered, 
thrown overboard, or modified on the good old

Religion as has been understood from times 
immemorial is the urge of an innate wish in 
a sort of an excrescence of Reason. Not only has 
man been always baffled by the beginning and end 
of Life, his Reason left him no option but to build 
up hypotheses to explain those unexplainable facts.

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The above does not portray any original fea¬ 
ture of Hinduism as it was the case with all religions. 
Take Christianity. The church spire and the horse¬ 
shoe fetish have phallic origin. 

There is in human species Reason which is non¬ 
existent in other creation. It is not satisfied with 
the limitations of time and space imposed upon 
life and so it urges man to explore regions so far 
unknown to us. This urge of the Ego is the base 
of all religions. The projection of one’s thought 
into airy domains beyond our physical realm has 
given to us very many schools of metaphysics, 
very many Conceptions of God, and very many 
hells and heavens. Most of these schools are con¬ 
tradictory and clash with each other. Thus they 
are responsible for making confusion worse 
confounded. 

The fundamental fact is that man conceives 
God, endows Him with qualities which he would 
like Him to possess and draws up His routine of 
work which he would like Him to follow. He 
strengthens his assumptions by exploiting extra¬ 
neous sources, and forces them on his followers 
by denying them Reason. Ilhams , Avatars, Son of 
God illustrate the above. In the name of man- 
conceived and man-delivered God, they succeed 
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in splitting up humanity into so many different air- 
tigfit groups labelled as Hindus, Mohammedans, 
Christians, etc. 

“The idea of God is merely an aid to the lay¬ 
er the land, a stronger bulwark for the foolish, the 
ignorant, and the timorous than the simple idea 
or justice. When God is driven out of the brains 
of men, the whole system of privileges by the 
Grace of God comes to the ground, and when Hea¬ 
ven hereafter is recognised as a big lie, men will 
attempt to establish Heaven here.” 

The right ideal is less of “Heaven our home” 
and more of “home our Heaven”. 

For trie cementing of the bonds within the 
group. Faith is a great article. That is why all 
religions are interwoven profusely with the thread 
of Faith. Faith is nothing but the denial of Reason, 
the only thing which man possesses and the others 
do not. . The path to true faith lies thro’ a desert 
or unbelief. Even as a habit of Convenience, it 
is incomparably more harmful than doubts. Faith, 
whatever one may say, is a psychic ill and it always 
develops among the feeble-minded—the hysterics, 
and the fanatics. 

The man-made God forms the base of all re¬ 
ligions. The axioms of Life are all laid down by 
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Him whom man has created. Its postulates are 
the corollaries drawn bp the gods and the testing 
of these quasi-truths is denied to the followers. 
But the followers of other religions admit of no 
such taboo. They attack vehemently the funda¬ 
mentals of other religions clearly forgetting that 
the props of their own religion are also made of 
the same materials—corrupt ritualistic observances, 
stinking mythology, and a perverted philosophy 
manutactured to suit their own preconceived no¬ 
tion. 

Thus the inherent falsity in religion is obvious. 
Even the conception of Devil has been felt to be 
necessary to bolster up the conception of God. 
In His name greater destruction of life and property 
has taken and is taking place than in the various 
wars which are recorded in history. The crusade, 
Jesad 1 are historical instances and the communal 
troubles in India and Ireland furnish up-to-date 
proofs of the above. A rationalist sees no such 
powers as God and the Devil. For him there is a 
single reality, a single force. This universe, from 
the electrons to the biggest sun, from the human 
eing to the amoeba, is but the manifestation of 
Life—the beginning and end of which we do not

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know. All these things he views as the parts of 
a great and ever-changing picture. Good and bad, 
ugly and beautiful, God and Devil—they are all 
invented names. Behind it all, and in it a 11 is the 
self-created and self-creating unity; creating and 
re-creating perpetually, casting its shadows on the 
screen which is called the universe, mere the 
light fails most strongly we have a clue to that 
umty and that is Love. Ugliness, hatred, per¬ 
versity are only the lesser reflections. 

Thus the rationalist realises unity in diversity. 
He realises the oneness which pervades the whole 
universe and gets the consciousness that he is part 
of a Force—a force which is beyond his ken. This 
truth he realises amid the passing shadows and the 
perishable material used for the composition of 
an ever-lasting and ever-changing picture. 

Mere man finds the dull and dreary philosophy 
of Religion beyond his understandings and that is 
why he gets entangled in the centuries old corrupt 
and senseless ritualism and the fossil mythology.

This is the main 
factor responsible for the masking of truths which 
few garner. Always the pursuit is for individual 
salvation and not for societal gains.

Into this quagmire. Religions are being pushed 
into. A religion which does not stress purity of 
thought, sanctity of words uttered, and self-less 
action is not a religion but a trap to catch the fools 
and the imbeciles. 

As a corollary it follows that a religion must 
give to its followers freedom of thought and free¬ 
dom to translate that thought into action. Else 

instead or developing soul, it crushes and hills 
soul. 

Religions have been misconstrued and misap¬ 
plied to serve the purpose of the individual and the 
groups.. Thus all religions of the Past have reached 
the nadir and have lost that vitality which they pos¬ 
sessed in the Past. 

A netv orientation to suit the new needs must 
be given if religions are to survive. Else they 
would degenerate and in their degeneration drag 
down the humanity which pins its faith on empty 

words and shibboleths and vain ritualistic obser¬ 
vances.

Religion as a code of social behaviourism is 
understandable, but as a part of Divinity which 
one neither knows nor understands is beyond one’s 
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comprehension. If the first view is taken, then it 
must be admitted that the religious values must 
cnange as the economic or political values change. 
It toe former value is assumed to be fixed which 
assumption is neither warranted by facts nor bv 
deductions, then one observes fixity in the ever- 
cnangmg vista of this universe—a sort of a chano-e- 
less in change : Absurd and ridiculous to obserce 
and to comprehend. The great minds of this cen¬ 
tury Kamal, Lenin, Hitler and others too numerous 
to mention have realised the fundamental fact of 
and in. Religion and that is that there is no fixity 
in religious Values. 

Kamal says: “Islam, this theology of an 
Arab is a dead thing.”* Possibly it might have 
suited tribes of nomads in the desert. It was no 
good for a modern progressive state. “For five 
hundred years these rules and theories of an Arab

Religion as it 
is understood and practised is like the cold, doggie 
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politic. The prime need of India is to have a new 
religion winch makes its followers visualise God 
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inherent "weaknesses latent in Islam. It is unworthy 
of that great religion which carried sword through 
Asia, Africa, and Europe. As long as one Mussul¬ 
man exists in the world, so long Islam lives. It 
is not in danger. This conception if instilled into 
the minds of Mussulmans will make their religion 
virile. 

Hinduism must give up its assumptions of 
shams and lies and build anew on its two treasures 
which are still current but, alas! not adhered to: 

■jffcrr cRpnr (The brave enjoy the earth) 
and sff tfft =h jjft w (followers of God are 
one). 

The putrid morality which over-emphasises 
the anatomy of a part of a woman is responsible 
for the differential sex-code which has played and 
is playing havoc in the life of the Hindus. 

The puerile conception of castes—death-traps, 
for death alone makes mobility from one into the 
other possible—-has made two hundred and fifty 
million Hindus what they are to-day. International 
pariahs with a -weak status in the country. 

Christianity if it had been literally and truly 
followed in Europe as it w T as conceived by the Son 
of God would have tumbled down and reduced 
Europe to that level which India occupies to-day. 
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It was the genius of Europe, and may one add its 
destiny, that it triumphed over the teachings bv 
putting its own interpretation and adding to and al¬ 
tering the teachings of the Master in order to evolve 
a bigger and a stronger Europe. Lenin, Hitler 
and Mussolini are master minds who have success¬ 
fully superimposed their will on the teachings of 
the Master. Great Britain pays lip homage to 
Bible as it always interprets it to suit its own needs. 
In pose, there is no country in the world which 
can beat down Great Britain. It implicitly believes 
in the principle of appeasement—appeasement Is 
the panacea for all religious and political ills. 

Thus a scientific analysis of Religion clearly 
reveals the need for purging it of false values— 
removing the cobwebs of Ritualism and Sham— 
and substituting in their place the apt living Values 
of Reason and change in order to impart to it a 
dynamic solidarity which it sadly lacks to-day. The 
fact at which one arrives and which cannot be denied 
is that the First Cause is beyond man. Therefore, 
Build not on it, but on the right conception that 
religious values are also changeable. 

The right epitaph on Man’s grave should be 

“If there’s another world, he lives in bliss; 

If there be none, he made the best of this.” 
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“To those for whom sex is impure, there are no 
flowers in Nature — sir Patrick geodes. 

Ses has played and will play a very dominant 
part in the flow of Life. And yet it is a problem 
which has baffled humanity, is baffling humanity, 
and will baffle humanity in the future, because it 
is a problem which vitally concerns two living 
beings. The innumerable shades of temperament, 
the likes and dislikes, the unaccountable whims and 
fancies, and the quantity “X” (Philosophers’ 
Nomina) present so many permutations and combi¬ 
nations that, even if we acknowledge God as a 
mathematician we are bound to confess that He 
■will not succeed in solving this abstruse problem. 
What then of mere man and wo(e)man? 

The union of man with woman, whatever 
garb it may put on, is the pivot on which the human 
society hinges. How it hinges is of secondary 
importance if we only keep the pivot sound and 
frictionless. Thus the co-ordination of the two 
sexes on a harmonious basis is a condition precedent 
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to the formation and growth of a healthy society. 

In the archaic period when man emerged out 
of the jungle and saw Light, he brought with him 
the jungle laws. For him mating was a process 
akin to evacuation. He never associated the ses 
act with either shame or sin or both, for he was not 
familiar with the conventional ties of our civiliza¬ 
tion. He was an ignoramus in matters of “the other 
realm.” He felt the need of mating and he mated. 
He never held himself out for the consequences 
of the union. 

Hetasrism flourished in those days. 

Later on when lie had to face new conditions, 
he had to discard some of the jungle laws which 
he found untenable. A settled life presupposes 
more stable union between the sexes and, so, cons¬ 
cious efforts were made to strengthen the tie which 
links a man with a woman. A change from no tie 
to some sort of a tie was made. A loose bond was 
thus forged which, in course of time, assumed 
various shapes, forms, and norms. 

Polygamy 

The strength of the people in those days was 
neither in money bags, nor in brains, nor even in 
character but in sheer brawns ruthlessly used “to 
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eat up” the weak. Thus the desire was to procreate 
children, an endless stream. Because power in 
those days was in direct ratio to the children one 
begot. No better way of producing children than 
by fertilisation of as many women as one can mate 
with was known to those ape-men and they followed 
it with remarkable success. 

The population soared upward. Fortunately 
they had neither any knowledge of “test tube 
babies” nor were they concerned with the optimum 
level of population which unnecessarily perturbs 
the peace of mind of poor mortals to-day. Thus 
Haeterism gave way to Polygamy. 

Where women are economic units—no drain on 
the purse of the earning member—and where 
there is a need for the “typhoon of children”, poly¬ 
gamy as an institution of society is ideal. It is 
a par excellence mode of conditioning sex-life. 
Further, polygamy is a natural state for men and 
women—more so for men as seed-scatterers—and 
it is the one which is, in secret, cherished by the fair 
sex and openly championed by men. Repeated 
child-bearing—the stress and strain it brings in 
its train —makes women averse to sexual congress 
and they become “frigid” much earlier than men, 
for men retain their virility much longer. 
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Monogamy 

But in a more stable society conditions of life 
change considerably. Economic forces assume gi¬ 
gantic proportions and they stare at man. In the 
proper solution of economic problems depends 
the very existence of individuals and societies. 
Thus one gradually notices the change in the angle 
of vision—stress from the quantity output of child¬ 
ren is shifted to the qualitative output. A poly¬ 
gamous society makes way for the monogamic 
society. The ideal that is put before the society is 
that of one man tied to a woman for life till C£ Death 
doth them part.” But this new Satan-blessed in¬ 
novation of men carries more points of negations 
than any other sex institutions tried and tested 
by man. That is why to-day monogamous society 
has failed and marriage as an institution is in the 
melting pot. 

In a monogamous society, marriage is extolled 
to seventh heaven. It is blessed both by Church 
and the legislators, and both in encouraging this 
false semblance of Love have erred egregiously. 
No doubt as an effort to minimise the crushing 
weight of economic forces while retaining the 
stability of the human society, the holy union of a 
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laddie with a lassie has been a success. But you 
cannot blink your eyes before the other vital prob¬ 
lems which it brought and is still bringing—one 
might say—with an irresistible force in its trail. 

In a monogamous society, every adult cannot 
wed. A very large number of adults (men and 
women) must forego marriage, not because thev 
do not need a stable union but because the condi¬ 
tions of life for them are such that they cannot even 
contemplate it. That is why every country felt 
the need of puella ‘publica’. Give it any form you 
like, but you cannot scotch “the eternal priestess 
of humanity” who, to a certain extent, keeps the 
family life pure. The very existence of a mono¬ 
gamous society depends on the existence of these 
“flames of love”. They burn and in the process 
of burning they consume the secretions of flesh. 
Stupid are the ways of bunglers—men who stick 
their faith on Pose (believers in dual personality); 
men from whose ranks we get our legislators, 
politicians, and statesmen (adept in the art of 
finesse). 

It is obvious that in a monogamous society 
there would be a sexually unemployed large army of 
spinsters and bachelors who for reasons individual 
and societal cannot marry and yet they cannot 
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resist the temptation of sexual ecstasy. Mantram 
(holy words) and Maths (religious houses) of the 
Hindus, the nunneries and monasteries of the 
Christians, and institutions galore in this or that 
country have not been successful and they could 
not be for they are unnatural and immoral. 

Even with the backing of Law (the potent 
ally of faith and established order), the teaching of 
Religions, and the activities of the Governments: 
sex urge directing sex force into sex channels has 
not been crushed. All that has been secured at the 
cost of tremendous oppression and suffering is the 
unnatural twist which has been given to the per¬ 
fectly natural sex acts. If this is a matter for con¬ 
gratulation, then the legislators and the religious 
heads can pat each other and start forthwith a mutual 
admiration society. 

Safety Valve 

Admitting that a monogamous society enables 
the members of that particular society to cope 
better with the strain and stress of the complex 
modern societies, are we in a position to say that 
no better institutions can be evolved? Or the 
need for any other type is non-existent? We have 
in the present society, to think of a very large 
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number of adults of both the sexes who crave for 
sex union which they can only secure outside matri¬ 
mony, for they cannot afford marriage. Unless 
you have “Safety valves”, you cannot maintain the 
purity of family life. If you remove the safety- 
valves and dam the sexual passions by the cons¬ 
truction of a series of legislative barrages, you only 
prepare the way either for an explosion or direct 
the passions into unhealthy and unnatural channels 
which, in the long run, would surely sap away the 
cry foundation of our society, hlan will degene¬ 
rate and compete on equal terms with the denizens 
of the jungles. 

The a-sexual activities of man and woman, 
homo-sexuality in place of the present hetero-sexua¬ 
lity would surely destroy all the ethical and social 
values which humanity has been gathering since 
the jungle stage. 

The self-sufficiency of each sex would be a 
disaster of the first magnitude and what name can 
we give to the stage wherein one individual atom 
of humanity is by himself or herself complete as 
far as the satisfaction of sex needs is concerned? 
The self-sufficiency of each sex would start sex 
war which would develop into a sort of frenzy 
wherein one sex would try to gobble up the other— 
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take away the sex dependence from the domain of 
Venus and you make life leaden and flat. This 
would inevitably lead to Race Suicide. The 
self-sufficiency of each unit in the domain of sex 
is fraught with dangers 'which, one cannot visualise: 
Individuals will lose all points of contact with units 
in their own group and on top of this they would 
have to carry on an unending war with the units of 
the other sex. Not to talk of the flow- of life, the 
very life itself will come to an end. 

II 

One fact in the present order of society should 
be clearly stressed and that is the intensity and 
frequency of sexual congress and its non-check- 
ability. Its intensity and frequency can be modified 
but cannot be completely annihilated. Cultural 
progress has only succeeded in masking the desire 
for sex satisfaction. It is not so overt as it was in 
the hunting stage. But the desire is as great, if 
not greater, as it was then. 

The other point worthy of note is the supreme 
triumph of man over Nature. Nature combined the 
two functions of procreation and pleasure, but man 
has completely separated the two. He can have 
pleasures without responsibilities. The profound 
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cnanges which this triumph introduces in human 
society have got to be taken stock of and so¬ 
ciety reconstructed on new lines. But what 
do we see? The posers triumphing and opposing 
the change which has come to stay. 

Marriage which was once the be-all and end- 
all of existence for w T omen has, therefore, lost much 
of its holiness. Women in the past pinned their 
all on the sanctity of marriage vows on account 
of the one-sided arrangement of Nature. Nature 
fixed the resulting responsibilities from sex acts 
on one partner (woman) and exempted the other 
partner (man) from his share of responsibility. 
But to-day a woman, if she likes, can step into the 
shoes of man. Both can cut out the resultant. 
Thus the institution of marriage is played out and 
a need for creating new points of contact in the 
field of sex is apparent. 

Post-War Changes 

The above, taken in conjunction with the post¬ 
war social and political rights which women have 
secured for themselves, has paved the way for com¬ 
panionate marriage. They also want variety, their 
fun, and the moment monotony creeps in they 
change their bed-partner. Provided they can pay 
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for their fun—most of the women can as they are 
economic units as well—who is to say “Nay” to 
them? Just as men in the past used to have the 
monopoly of change, so the fickle woman to-da? 
is exactly in the same position. That is why in 
so many cases “marriage (to-day) is a cloak for 
adultery.” It is one of convenience and “sweets” 
—not stolen but freely given and taken. 

There is a very thin line—a line in the Euclidian 
sense—which separates a married woman from a 
concubine: the former sells her body and in the old 
sense of marriage her soul as well to her lord, in 
most cases, for a settled family life while the latter 
sells her services only without any guarantee of a 
settled life and retains full control over her body 
and soul. The much stressed and little understood 
chastity problem involved in marriage has no great 
significance, for “natural children” in a married 
state are no uncommon feature, Merely dropping 
the veil on the family skeletons does not carry us 
far. Moreover, the problem of chastity is more 
psychic than physical. If it is studied from the 
latter standpoint, a woman is a virgin after mensus, 
abortion, or delivery. 

From the psychic point, chastity of woman is 
a myth. One time or the other, the thought of 



another man must have entered her mind. The 
purity in the thought-realm is seldom attained and 
mental crimes escape detection. By introspection, 
one can judge of the validity of the above statement. 
Thus sexual aberrations in the mental field cannot 
be checked and the psychic chastity is nowhere to 
be seen. 

Therefore, a proper study of sex needs should 
be made in order to create a hyphen between man 
and woman. An analysis of sex need shows that 
in an early adolescent period a need for mating is 
felt. It can be checked and beyond a certain age 
it can neither be controlled nor it is desirable to 
control it. Economic considerations make marri¬ 
age for some people an unachievable object. So 
the unsatisfied sex urge leads one into wrong chan¬ 
nels. Thus morals and physique both get lowered. 

Women are emotionally more “adhesive” 
than men. The theory of “ Brahmacharyd ” (control 
by sublimation of sex forces) discounts differential 
age needs. During the period of formation—child 
and adolescent stage—mind can control sex urge, 
for it is weak and yet growing. But when sheer 
pressure shoots up the sap of life and mind loses 
its grip over passion—an effective demand for 
mating is generated by Nature. The rigid 
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application of control is bound to create disturbance 
in the nervous system which ultimately unhinges 
the mind and diverts the ses force into unnatural 
and unmoral channels. Women on account of 
their adhesive nature suffer more than men. 

Celibacy 

The extolling of celibacy to the seventh heaven 
is bad in faith and worse in practice, for it owes its 
origin to the religious theory of the downfall of 
man. The cravings of flesh must be destroyed 
for all evil arises therefrom. This peculiar theory 
gained ground in the medieval period probably 
as a reaction to the indiscriminate and inordinate 
mating in the earlier period. Special virtues attach¬ 
ed to those people who could silence the roarings 
and hissings of flesh. Gods even blessed it, prob¬ 
ably, because they were not expected to practise 
it. 

One of the conditions rigidly enforced for 
being the head of shrines, churches or large religious 
orders was, and even is today, the stifling of the 
natural, healthy desire for sex union. This un¬ 
naturalised the spiritual heads and many places of 
worship became places of licentiousness and wanton 
display. If mere practice of this virtue of all virtues 




(celibacy) can change a poor human clod into a 
divine being, then all one has got to do is to get 
castrated. If this process of slow burning by the 
fire of passion within is inculcated in the minds of 
men and women: then sex errors, sex aberrations, 
and sex ills would so increase in intensity and 
frequency that human society would crash. That 
is why thinkers in all countries have set forward 
the theory of “safety valves”. One chokes life 
by stifling the safety-valves as is being done by legis¬ 
lators and pseudo-reformers. What a pity that 
those people who loudly aim at extinguishing the 
flames of love have such a short memory? If they 
could only look into their past which they know 
so intimately, would they not be stunned by their 
own duplicity? The above is not a plea for prosti¬ 
tutes—‘white slaves’ caged behind bars, but an ana¬ 
lysis of human needs. A clear recognition would 
help much in preparing a new bed for sex co-opera¬ 
tion. To initiate the sex swamps which Great 
Britain has created by its sex enactments is to create 
a sex muddle through which Humanity cannot 
ford. By “a mere stroke of the pen”, it has wiped 
out the prostitute class, for krw in that land of 
Destiny does not recognise prostitutes, but the 
void so created has been amply filled up by vamps. 
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We have seen that in different times and in 
different lands sex union has passed through various 
phases—Hetaerism, Polygamy, Polyandry, and 
Marriage—and that there has been so far no perma¬ 
nently fixed base for the co-ordination of the two 
sexes. The base has always been shifting as is 
but natural, for, in life, there is nothing static. 
The various permutations and combinations which 
one observes in life renders one form of sex union 
impracticable and lifeless. Even the latest in the 
sex field, the institution of Marriage, is in the melt¬ 
ing pot for it is utterly played out and cannot 
keep pace with the advancement in sex theories and, 
one would like to say, in sex realities. 

Therefore, a need for a new institution to 
govern sex relations is obvious particularly in the 
light of the following:— 

A. Separation of maternity from sex pleasures. 
(Neo-Malthusian precepts). 

B. The demolition of religious myths (chas¬ 
tity and celibacy allied to divinity). 

C. Women becoming pals of men (the evolu¬ 
tion of women as equal to men in all fields 
of life) and 

D. The economic forces which have created 
a new outlook on life. 
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Life divorced from sex cannot continue in¬ 
definitely. It would be limited to the present 
generation. Sex acts not only keep the race going 
but recharge the exhausted human batteries. 
Therefore one has to seek a new mode of sex ad¬ 
justment ■which will solve the problems which have 
arisen. 

A. There was a time when man thought some¬ 
thing divine in sex act and he fully believed that a 
child was a gift of God or gods. Even to-day there 
are a few people who think as the people used to 
think in the prehistoric period though Science has 
definitely refuted the above. 

Triumph of Man over Nature 

Most of the law’s pertaining to sexual congress 
and prevalent to-day are based on the above wrong 
assumption. Legislators went out of their way to 
safeguard the interests of the child not yet conceived, 
for they fully believed that as night follows day, 
so the sexual act must be followed by the birth of 
a child. 

Science has definitely proved that the above 
is a myth and that it is possible to have “fun” 
without creating a third party. 

The other alternative, namely, self-restraint 
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need not be discussed in detail for it is worthy of 
people who live in a fool’s paradise. It is enough 
to say that even a man like Malthus, while advocat¬ 
ing self-restraint, did not believe in its adequacy. 

The truth is that those who talk the loudest on 
the divinity of sexual congress are either “smoked 
out” or satiated. They had had their days. Or 
they are perverted, for sex urge is a tremendous 
force which cannot be barraged. If the natural 
channel is shut out in the name of God or Moloch 
or in the name of Law*, then the desire for mating 
will be replaced by those unnatural vices with which 
our academicians, politicians, legislators, clergy¬ 
men, and others are so very familiar. Therefore, 
this triumph of Man over Nature—the separation 
and control of the dual functions of a sex act—has 
taken away the gloss from the dull and dreary crystal 
of Marriage. 

B. Thus the people at large—not the illiterate 
bodies but the intellectuals—have understood the 
true significance of sex act and they so work that 
they succeed in adjusting themselves to the changed 
environment. Aestheticism of sex act is permis¬ 
sible but its deifying stinks. In the name of God 
during the medieval period in different parts of 
the world, human beings were terrorised and crush- 
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ed and forced to extinguish the desire for flesh 
union. Heaven was a sure prize for a man or a 
woman who gave up sexual bliss. Penance, fast¬ 
ing, chaining, prayers, lashing, and other devilries 
were practised to drive out the demon of lust. 

A retrospective survey in this direction reveals 
the various acrobatic feats performed by human 
beings in the domain of Sex-Purity. One and all 
of these feats which were then applauded by the 
mob and the religious men failed miserably, be¬ 
cause a healthy desire when checked deteriorates 
the body and corrupts the mind. The farce of 
chastity and celibacy w 7 as nevertheless played out 
to its bitter and tragic end. 

Mas culanisation of Women 

C. The modem phase of masculanisation of 
women is a passing phase. It is merely the other 
swing of the pendulum. Suppressed and oppres¬ 
sed as the women w T ere up to the outbreak of the 
Great War, they quaffed Freedom during it and 
the heady wine w r ent into their head. And after 
the War was over, they adjusted themselves to the 
changed environment in a much better way than 
the mere male did. 

To-day they are so safely entrenched that it 
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is difficult to dislodge them and it is high time that 
we should realise the futility of the Hitlerian slogan 
of “Back-to-Kitchen.” 

Women in the future are going to play a 
great part in the evolution of human society. They 
would wrest from man some of the privileges which 
tradition gave to him. In the fight between man 
and wo man, woman will succeed. There is no 
doubt of it, but she will never succeed in turning 
the tables on him for the dual nature of the fight 
has not been vividly realised by woman. Woman 
in order to dominate man must triumph over Nature 
as well. She must transfer the function of concep¬ 
tion to man. This inexorable law of Nature handi¬ 
caps woman to a large extent and she has to fight 
with nature and triumph over it. "Who knows in 
the future she may succeed? 

But meanwhile the new move of masculanising 
themselves should be given up. This ‘apeing’ of 
man is a compliment to him and is a tacit admission 
on the part of woman that mere man is still her 
lord. Equality does not necessarily imply mathe¬ 
matical equality. A top-lawyer in a city is equal to 
a top-doctor in that city though the qualifications 
and the build of the body are different. The mo¬ 
ment a woman becomes an earning unit of the family 
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she changes her status of the serf and becomes a 
partner. And the forces operating to-day will 
make her an equal partner of the man though not 
in the mathematical sense. Mathematical equality 
should not, therefore, be aimed at. 

Much of the sex ‘rubs’ would automatically 
vanish if both the sexes take stock of themselves 
and of each other on the lines suggested above. 

D. Thus the economic forces, which gave 
us the institution of marriage of which the key¬ 
stone was the dependence of woman on man, have 
changed. We find that in most cases woman 
refuses to take the oath of obedience, and fidelity. 
Even though married, she retains her individual 
existence. Both Bible and Law approve of her 
Bolshevic action. She tramples under her tiny 
pink feet the words of God and the acts of the 
legislators and yet she is marching on and on trium¬ 
phantly. The sanctity of the marriage vows are 
more honoured in their breach than in their obser¬ 
vance. A perusal of the Divorce Court proceed¬ 
ings reveals the mockery of Marriage. “The News 
of the World” broadcasts to the whole world 
the quakes and tremors going on in the edifice 
of Marriage. 

And people all over the world invoke divine 
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blessings—mumble words -which cheat human 
beings! The couple joined to-day in the name of 
God and King for ever and ever till death doth 
them part, fly at each other’s throat nest day, and 
run away the third day. 

Ring out Marriage 

Therefore, let us ring out the institution of 
Marriage and give it a decent burial. It played its 
part and helped in the evolution of human society. 
But to-day it has no vitality left. Its cementing 
qualities have disappeared. It can blast but never 
cement now, for it acts as an irritant on the tem- 
peramently unsuited people. 

In its place, a free union of men and wo¬ 
men—not boys and girls—whom Law considers 
adult citizens (no use putting down the feminine 
gender of citizen, for when things become equal 
they should have the same gender. A law to the 
effect that feminine gender as far as it relates to hu¬ 
man beings be declared obsolete by this Act of the 
Parliament should be enacted and put in the Statute 
Book) should be permitted. The men and women 
should be healthy—the unfits to be sterilised—and 
they should have the sense to understand the sig¬ 
nificance and responsibility of their act. More 
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than that should not be demanded. As long as 
one suits the other, the connection will be on. 
The moment one does not fit in, the connection will 
be switched off and each will be at liberty to move 
out and seek different orbits. 

This institution of Free Love in the place of 
Chained Love (Marriage) will be far more healthful 
and helpful to humanity as both will build on Free¬ 
dom and not on Force. 
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“Foolish consistency is the hobgoblin of little 
minds ”— gandhi. 

Life is established on the instinct of authority: 
“Thou s hal t.” And if the authority is transferred 
to the mob on the basis of “one nose, one vote”, 
then chaos results: Anarchy reigns supreme. 

To administer a country on the vote-catching 
system is to demoralise the Government, for the 
proletariat appoints men to administer the law, 
not to rule. The ministers are as responsible as 
the housemaid is. There is no such thing as the 
will of the people. 

If one has to command, then one does not ask 
one’s men first if the order is right before the com¬ 
mand is given. After all the men to rule are better 
informed than the men to be ruled. The politi¬ 
cians invent a slogan and watch the reaction of the 
public to it. If the public takes it up, then they 
persist with it. Else they drop it. This type of 
politician is a wash-out and it is these wash-outs 
-who have captured the governmental machinery 
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in the democracies of to-day. That is why democra¬ 
cies are tottering. They lean on the pillar of Ap¬ 
peasement. 

Any politician who flies away at tangent from 
the mass mind will be broken and thrown on the 
scrap-heap. It is for this reason that a politician 
has always to flow with the current. He dare not 
go against the current. 

Assuming that this very principle of democracy 
is transferred to the war domain, how many battles 
will a country win? In the army one depends on a 
general, and on discipline, and on obedience. If 
the principle of the will of the people is projected 
into the army organisation, then the army will 
cease to exist. Truly D. H. Lawrence says “the 
will of the people is the will of my grandmother’s 
old tom-cat. They have got no will, except to 
stop anybody else from having any.” 

"Wisdom and authority are foreign to democracy 
and it is for this reason that the game of Politics 
is for the base people with no human soul in them. 

The party organisations which spring up over- 
night like mushrooms develop clashes which sap 
away the energy of the nation. It is wrong to 
think that the energy of men united in an organisa¬ 
tion, in a party, is increased in its force. On the 
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contrary: in placing their desires, their hopes, 
their responsibility upon a leader, men, through 
that very thing, lower both the temperature and the 
stature of their personal energies. The ideal em¬ 
bodiment of energy is Robinson Crusoe. All 
cannot be creators. The creative instinct is not 
widely distributed. When a few who can cons¬ 
tructively think and act have to depend for op¬ 
portunity on the lethargic mass which is devoid 
of will save the will to destroy thought and action, 
then the creative class is submerged or annihilated. 
The swing of the pendulum acquires backward 
momentum. It does not swing forward. When 
one joins a Party organisation, then the condition 
precedent to joining the organisation is the surrender 
of one’s thought, one’s judgment, and one’s 
reason. Party organisation does not permit indi¬ 
vidual freedom. The caucus in the name of the 
people and by virtue of garnering in majority of 
votes tries to build up its power by ruthlessly stam¬ 
peding the minority and shutting out all thought 
which is not in conformity with its own. A sort 
of a High Command mentality in the so-called de¬ 
mocratic atmosphere. 

This is understandable in a totalitarian 
State where the leader derives its power not from 
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people tzee.y cast, but by super-

tne enlightened minority and the lethargic mass. 
How many feels compose the public? In every 
nation ann m every country since the archaic days to 
modem times, fools are in an overwhelming ma- 
jonty. The top class—the enlightened—is always 
m a minority. In Democracy, the fools always 
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submerge the enlightened though the whole show is 
organised and run by the minority. In totalitarian 
states, conditions are such that one man shoots up 
from the enlightened class and evolves a blended 
system of evolution and elimination by which, 
though proclaiming the virtue of “one nose, one 
vote”, he monopolises all the noses—be they of 
he, she or it, The condition precedent to the very 
existence of a totalitarian state is this monopoly 
of noses by and for one man. 

“Thus in democracy automatically and legally 
are set up barriers against future mentality. De¬ 
cent brains are discouraged from perpetuating 
their qualities through the species on account of 
the crushing restrictions which are imposed upon 
them. Statesmanship is prostituted to vote-catch¬ 
ing under the stupidity of universal suffrage and all 
modern legislation is directed to support the unfit- 
so that intelligent, responsible people over-taxed, 
and over-governed, shrink from the honourable 
obligations of family having far more care and 
thought for the born than those who rule over them. 
Thus the intelligentsia is crushed out of existence. 

“By a barrage of votes, the potential supply 
Ox future intellect is dammed and the sluices are 
kept open to inferior quality. Any idiot, or half- 
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wit, can breed, end thousands on the very border¬ 
land of imbecility are breeding. Education does 
not reach these people, and birth-control sighs after 
them in vain; but, to keep their ocean of worthless 
and cites anti-social life at full tide the rest of the 
people is penalised too heavily to take any hand in 
tiic next cp 

“Thus, in the briefest possible time under uni¬ 
versal suffrage, since the worthless—the scum of 
humanity—in the glorious democracy vote as well 
as breed, the balance of classes is destroyed: the 
constitution goes down, and before the nation 
perceives its own destruction, it will have already 
ceased to be 2 nation at all. Self-seekers, unbalanc¬ 
ed pedants and doctrinaires hold the helm and that 
political shibboleths and myopic seeing have made 
everything unclean. The institutions which the 
decadent democracies give to us are tarred with the 
same brush.” For example, take their League of 
Nations—an institution on which they taV* great 
pride. A greater instance of failure is difficult to 
quote. The failure is due to utter disregard of the 
truth, namely, man worships the high, but lives in 
the low. 

A well-known author speaking about the 
League says “It is a Punch and Judy show for old 
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men enjoying second childhood, old fogies playing 
with utopias while their nurses go boating on lake 
Geneva. The League is a toy invented by a His¬ 
tory Professor in his second childhood.” People 
in the future will sing in the words of Khayyam 
when describing the League Building: 

“The building that to Heaven its pillars threw, 

(And politicians and the Emperor) their 

forehead on the Threshold drew; 

I saw a solitary ring-dove there, 

“Coo 1 , Coo”, she cried, and “Coo, Coo.” 

The worst in democracy is that while some 
think of trade and all of votes, none thinh 0 f the 
State which is the mother of all things. They shut 
their eyes to the downward movement of the State, 
just on par with the bees debating—who should 
have was or honey when the torch was blazing 
which would bring to ashes the hive and all therein? 

There is no real democracy in the world to¬ 
day. All that a few countries are playing with is 
masked democracy—the form is there, but the 
substance lacking. Take Britain, it is a veiled 
republic, France, it is an instance of “tumbling in, 
tumbling out Governments”—a sort of a Camou-

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£ngec Democracy; America, tie land of Stripes and 
Stars, is keeping tlie dag of democracy flying in 
its own American sytle; and India, the land of ail 
rose hopes and causes—a nursery for sick souls— 
is rooting in Democracy by uprooting all democra¬ 
tic principles and throwing them to the four corners 
of the world—array, far, far array from it. 

A word about American democracy. America 
is a new country with rich resources which have 
been well utilised by her young dynamic people. 
Further, it is far away from the dead Asia minus 
Japan and the dying Europe minu s Germany. 
Life there moves in jerks, but the motion is always 
upward and forward. The vitality of the nation 
is neither repressed nor suppressed. As long as 
there is work in that land of plenty, so long the 
national energy will be directed into productive 
channels. Still one notices in the Roosevelt tactics 
the slow process of diverting power from the Se¬ 
nate to the White House. 

Nature has given generously with both hands 
to Uncle Sam and his young, virile people have 
made the most of it. They have so far cut them¬ 
selves aloof from the politics of the rmd world 
and, being young, they have so far neither worried 
themselves about God nor have they permitted 
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Him to worry them. “If He exists, why worry 
Him? If He does not, why -worry me?”—this 
sums up the mentality of an American. And It 
must be admitted that this is the right view which a 
sane, sober man should take. 

But the world is becoming more and more a 
small group—thanks to the inventions which an¬ 
nihilate space. America is getting more and more 
entangled in the problems of Europe and Asia. 
Its commitments are increasing. Further the over¬ 
rich hysterical Americans are getting fonder and 
fonder of God and all sorts of beliefs and sects are 
dumped in that land, for, without the Almighty 
Dollar, one cannot have access to Him. And 
where can one get dollars in plenty, but in Ame¬ 
rica? These two counter forces are having their 
own repercussions in America where one notices 
the shifting of power from the Senate to the White 
House. 

Democracy in the country of Stars and -Stripes 
is getting wedded to authoritarianism, because the 
need for Centralisation of Authority is obvious on 
the face of the growing commitments of America 
outside America. Europe to-day is plunging head¬ 
long into the vortex of war. Naturally all coun¬ 
tries admit the truth of the statement “Might is 
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Right. 5 ' Tms Germanic kultur leaves no option 
to other countries and that is why Europe to-day is 
rarrntiar with only one industry—the manufacture 
or war materials. The accumulated and the pre- 
sen-, weaitn and tire flower of the nation are all 
being mobilised to destroy race and wealth. - 
The past wars were to end wars, but the dis¬ 
illusioned Humanity knows that it is a myth. Wars 
nave never ended wars. Like blood-feuds, they 
display,, to a marked degree, continuity. The 
standard of living is going down, the people are 
forced to tighten their belt in order to arm the 
nation and provide wherewithals to finance war. 
The nest war instead of ending war may end, at anv 
fate, the occidental civilisation. European politics 
have nothing to do with the beneficent activities, 
but they, have everything to do with war activities. 
¥'ar is the expanding nucleus of European Politics. 

Indian Politics baffles a rational thinker. It is 
difficult for a foreigner to grasp the fundamentals 
of Indian politics for the simple reason that there 
are no fundamentals in Indian politics. It is a 
queer blend of Mahatmic injunctions. Divine 
commands, fossilised values mixed up with some 
cheap outlandish values-* hotch-potch. It has 
a great hypnotising effect on the baby minds of 
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billions of Indians who reach the adult stage and 
ultimately die without letting their mind expand. 
May be that they are emotional people, may be that 
they are fatalistic, or may be that they are fond of 
circling in their tracks in the wilds of reason, or 
running away from it like frightened children— 
whatever the definite reason may be, but it is all 
due to the fact that Indians philosophise mechanical¬ 
ly according to tradition, because they are more 
governed by their heart than by their head. Thus 
even the few who can think, get stifled. 

Religion, tradition, convention—the whole 
environment in which the Indian moves and with 
which he is enveloped from birth to death—act as 
powerful depressants and push the individual 
down. 

Indians are not bound by anything from within. 
They have no love for reality. They love all sorts 
of hocus-pocus and stunts. They ate capable of 
renouncing all their worldly possessions and of 
wandering oft, castrated, into the desert, the bleak 
wilderness in search of what they fancy is Him.

Indians do not appreciate the politicians free¬ 
dom, but such as can be granted by the priests_ 

the freedom to commit sin, all sorts of sins and 
then to get absolved from them. Is it not that 
we live in the fulfil m ent of sins, and for the con¬ 
quest of temptations? Never having sinned, one 
does not have to repent; never having repented, 
one does not need to find salvation. In this connec¬ 
tion, no religion in this planet can beat down Hindu¬ 
ism. Sins galore may be freely co mmi tted and a 
dip in the Ganges will wash them away. Can hu¬ 
man depravity go further down? Nest to it, the 
position of honour is occupied by Catholics. Con¬ 
fessions to a ‘father’ are as beneficial as dips in the 
Ganges. The principle is the same—the Priest’s 
freedom—though the modus operandi is different. 
These shortcuts to salvation, or may be to perdition. 
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of its devotees, but has failed absolutely in invent¬ 
ing the rainbow bridge which leads to it. Their 
plan of levelling-down humanity on a class-less 
basis ignores the fundamental fact of history, name¬ 
ly, the entire history of humanity is the historv of 
the struggle of the classes. 

They would do well if they ponder over the 
wise tvords of Malcolm Quinu who writes in his 
“Politics of the Proletariat”: “The British Indian 
Empire is marked by fates for dissolution. It is 
a marine empire. It rests on no territorial conti¬ 
guity. It is the empire of a free, self-governing 
people over other peoples remote from it in space, 
and still more remote from it in race, civilisation, 
language, religion, political development, and 
traditions. It must cease so soon as the peoples 
of India become conscious of themselves, realising 
their numbers, their inherent pow-er, their advan¬ 
tages of territorial position and extent, and possess¬ 
ing themselves of the resources of the Western mind. 
have gained the power of co-operation, and decided 
to become masters of their own destiny. Against 
so stupendous a body of social forces, roused into 
life, and rightly organised and directed, the British 
people in their distant land will contend in vain.” 

To make this organisation an active and dyna- 
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mic body with sufficient power to establish contacts 
and to annihilate opposition is the supreme task 
of the country. For this, they should revalue 
their archaic values. Build on the values which 
suit the modern conditions. How can values of 
the jungle civilisation fit in with the city civili¬ 
sation? 

The Congress should only admit the existence 
of Indians in India, and refuse to admit the exis¬ 
tence of Communities. It should build on Might 
and not on the rights of the people. It should, 
whilst trying to free the country from foreign yoke, 
solve the problems of defence of India when she 
becomes free. Free India must be able to defend 
its freedom—keep it protected from the venomous 
fangs of the ravenous countries in Europe and Asia. 
Merely taking one’s stand on the rights of the people 
■will not carry the country far. 

Paradoxical as it may sound, a man in the right 
has a weak position, for a man in the right relies 
on his rectitude, and therefore goes about unarmed. 
While a man in the wrong knows that he must 
look to his weapons, his very weakness is Ms 
strength. The one is never prepared for combat, 
the other is always ready. Therefore it is that in 
this world the man that is in the w-rong almost 
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invariably conquers the man that is in the right, 
and invariably despises him. 

Mere passivity stand on Right does not carrv 
the individual or the nation very far. There must 
be the will and the power to enforce it. Who was 
in the right in the Great War? Read the histories 
written by the Powers engaged in that war and then 
taking a detached view make your pronounce¬ 
ment. 

Even if your struggle is on the wrong and for 
the wrong, make it look right by propaganda. 
Truly Dr. Goebbels says: “Hammer home your 
own point of view till people believe it or go dotty.” 
He knows that if you tell most people one thing all 
the time, and they hear no contradiction, they will 
come to believe it eventually. The rules laid down 
in “Mein Kampf” by Herr Hitler are worth repeat¬ 
ing. Says he: “Propaganda has no morality. It 
is a means to an end.” 

“It must be directed to the masses. A million 
workmen are more desirable booty for the propa¬ 
gandist than a handful of aesthetics. 

“It must be aimed at people’s feelings, not at 
their heads. The masses are feminine, like women 
to be wooed through their emotions. 

“The masses understand only a master. The 
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igr.er and more iruta 1 your phrasing, the more 
people you will convince.” 

hitler has the demagogue’s contempt for the 
mass c£ people: “Their receptivity is limited, their 
understanding sman, their forgetfulness immense.” 
In tne modus operand! of propaganda, he gives the 
place of honour to Speech which, in his opinion, 
is the queen cr all propaganda works: “Shake a 
man r^his own beliefs, then convert him. Stun 
his critical faculties with pageant and noise. Be 
simple and never be objective. Never admit the 
glimmer of justice on the other side. The masses 
cannot distinguish where the foreign injustice ends 
and their own injustice begins. Finally, concen¬ 
trate hate on one enemy at a time.” If the above 
with slight variations to suit local conditions is 
carried out, then one is sure to prove black as 
white, and white as black, that is to say, never call 

a spade, a spade. Call it whatever suits your 

purpose. 

Here also in India, the articulate Congress 
organisation paradoxical as it may sound— wo rks 
on the same principles with a cloak on and the 
cloak is the mantle of God.

The only difference is that in Germany, direct 
method (naked force) is used; while in India, in¬ 
direct method (God myth) is used. The objective 
in both the cases is the same—Power over the 
masses. Again there is a difference. In Germany, 
the power so obtained is used for superimposing 
its Kultur on the world culture: To make Ger- 
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many the first power. In India, the power is uti¬ 
lised to make the sectional organisation (the Con¬ 
gress) eat up other organisations: To make Con 
gress the first party. This may be due to India 
trying a played out system-Democracy in the 
twentieth century or to the innate racial qualities 
which Indians possess. Take the latter. Even 
Indian has his own brand of God and he must 
differ from other men who do not view his God 
as their own. Therefore, he cannot combine on 
any issue but Hate and that’s a weak plank to build 
upon.

It breeds demagogues 1 —those 
hateful shams that fatten oh popular ignorance 
and folly. The morality of the mob is a vile thing 
and the gospel of grab, the only thing they under¬ 
stand. 

Viewing the world from the angle of Politics, 
one inevitably comes to the conclusion that the 
old world is getting awry—that perhaps Atlas 
finds the load on his back too great. Or may be 
as in the case of the individuals, so also in the 
case of the human race, senile decay has set in. 
The sky-scraping military expenditures are blasting 
the lives of the people and all are living under the 
shadow of war.

“Take an encyclopaedic mind, a pari-mutml ac¬ 
curacy, and a photographic memory, assembling these 
super-human qualities, on the rigid chassis of economics, 
streamline it with culture and knit the whole with the 
bloodless glucose of statistics and you create an eco¬ 
nomist —SIR HAROLD BELLMAN. 

In the world to-day, one notices the perfect 
functioning of the machinery of Production. The 
recent scientific appliances together with its dis¬ 
coveries and labor saving devices have considerably 
increased production. Transport has considerably 
facilitated the movement of goods due to the an¬ 
nihilation of space. That is why in industrially 
advanced countries space is measured by time and 
production in the manufacture of textile goods in 
miles. 

The factors of production are well-knit together 
and the resources of the whole world are drawn 
upon to keep the factories working double-shift 
or treble-shift. There is enough in the world 
to-day to consume and to stock and to carry for- 
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\-arc. But tlte machinery of Distribution has 
tii-sc. It :s ter mis reason that one notices periodi- 
C-.X 0 -—- - - -h -■ - ij ~es.u>e t>ac people do not require 
the crop; raised and the articles manufactured, but 
recause tuey nave not the means to buy them and 
to consume them. 

The peak production to-day can easily be 
equated with the peak demand. The right eco- 
n;m:c policy cup-.t tc ne to bring the ratio to one. 
_vnp civet pence oetmeen the Peak Production and 
Peak Consumption should be checked by the States, 
Banns, and Business Houses. 

Paradoxical as it may look, one sees mountain 
mgh ‘raised’ and manufactured wealth at one end 
er more than two thousand million 
anding that wealth. But the move¬ 
ment or mat wealth from the Production point to 
me Consumption point is slow, jerky, spasmodic 
sometimes a partial or a complete stoppage for a 
snort or a long period. 

^Tne tning tnat facilitates movement is called 
credit and the credit machinery has failed due to 

two causes: 


A» The failure of the Banks to keep pace with 

the growing demand for credit and the laissez- 
faire attitude of the States, and B. The National 
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self-sufficiency programme of all the countries in 
the world irrespective of the fact whether they 
are in a position to carry out their programme or 

not. 

Take A. The coffers of the Banks are full and 
over-fiowing and yet the rules for the manu¬ 
facture of credit are the same to-day as they were 
in the past when the coffers were empty. One 
vainly looks for elasticity in the rules for the manu¬ 
facture of credit. None exists. In point of fact, 
the rules have been tightened up to such an extent 
that the stream of credit flowing from the Banks— 
the factories for the manufacture of credit—trickles 
in drops and most of the starving billions for credit 
do not even get a drop of it. 

The Governments do not worry themselves 
about it as they possess great powers which they 
invariably manipulate to secure for themselves as 
much credit as they need to finance their armaments, 
their unproductive schemes, and their fads, e.g.. 
Prohibition. 

This policy of the Governments has always 
a bad repercussion on Industries as industrialists 
are forced to raise money at a high rate and with 
very great difficulty. 

Take B. (National self-sufficiency). Only the 
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io..owing sight countries in the world can attempt 
toe experiment of self-sufficiency:

, Kes f S' 1111556 ofvrorld humanity thus facilitating 
moot jy of people and the movement of goods, 
e otner—the negative—intensifies class and 
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country consciousness by emphasising the inert, 
whimsical, man-made frontiers and thus succeeds 
in parcelling out human groups into death-tight 1 
compartments. Movement of people and of goods 
comes to a standstill. 

The unifying effect of the first is neutralised 
by the other, and to-day the weightage on the 
latter is challenging the very stability of the human 
race. Can there be anything more wonderful in 
the domain of thought wherein one sees the mighty 
efforts of the nations to link with each other and 
to fuse into each other neutralised by the same 
people by rigidly fixing lines and imposing mam¬ 
moth checks on the movement of people and of 
goods? 

This may be termed the eighth wonder of Man 
and should be given the first position in the list 
of wonders—not the chronological order, but 
cerebral. 

A great deal of fungus (poisonous variety) 
ideas have consciously or unconsciously crept into 
Economics and the Science may yet live to justify 
Carlyle who spoke of it as “Dismal Science.”

All human 
labor and the goods orcduced are quoted in gold. 
Even marffaee and children are correlated with 
gold. 

Ail these facts are admitted ty economists both 
in the gold-using and non-gold using countries. 
Those countries which are off-gold have the same 
fetish for gold as the on-gold countries. This 
unjust, -and illogical evaluation of gold has upset 
all socio-eccncmic values. And the correctives 
are nowhere visible! 

Take II. The faith in credit machinery. If 
all credit is to be based on the little amount of gold 
available in the world and when, even of that little 
amount, the bulk of it is captured by one lucky 
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country; the rest of the world must exhibit signs 
of starvation. In these starved countries of the 
world, movement of the people and the goods is 
bound to be sluggish and in some cases the move¬ 
ment comes to a standstill. Prosperity is paralysed. 
Even the production of wealth declines because 
of the lack of co-ordination in the factors of pro¬ 
duction. They do not coalesce. The agency 
created for the manufacture of credit—the Banks— 
has been given a full trial and it has been found 
wanting. The methods of the Banks are antidi- 
luvian and they smack of archaic days. The sooner 
they are ended and credit is socialised, the better it 
would be for the present day human society. The 
new credit agency should be based on the action 
and reaction of Man upon Nature. All wealth is 
the result of Man working upon nature. For 
example, India requires lakhs 1 of miles of metalled 
roads—both arterial and feeder—and there are mil¬ 
lions of men available to take up the construction 
work and land is in plenty. What is required is 
finance to start the work. Now as long as the basis 
of finance is gold, so long the Gover nm ents will 
look to gold for financing the most productive 


1 One lakh=one-tenth of a million. 
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scheme, namely, road construction. And as in 
India gold even on paper is not available, the scheme 
is shelved. 

If on the other hand, yen look to the cons¬ 
tructed roads to finance their own construction, 
then there is no difficulty. The work is started 
with the ad interim support of the Government 
and the Government is paid back in cash and in 
kind by the roads themselves. 

There is nobody who disputes the cultural— 
roads are channels through which ideas flow—and 
the economic productivity of the roads. The 
first pays in kind and the latter in hard cash directly 
and indirectly to the coffers of the Government. 
Millions of people get jobs and the generations to 
come enjoy the benefits of more and better road 
mileage. 

Innumerable examples 1 can be given where the 
prosperity of a country can be secured by looking 

1 ‘Humanising’ the indebted agriculturists at a cost of 
two hundred crores of rupees. By a system of compromise, 
the whole of agricultural indebtedness amounting to eight 
hundred jerores of rupees can be wiped out if two hundred 
crores of rupees are pooled by tha^entral and provincial 
Governments. Two hundred crores of'rupees will free from 
economic bondage twenty crores of Indians. Ten rupees 
for converting a slave into a free Indian. Very cheap. 

Construction of navigation canals, starting new indus¬ 
tries, etc., are other examples. 
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not for gold but for raising the standard of living. 
This is feasible provided the schemes launched 
are productive and are based on facts and figures 
which cannot be challenged. Emotional schemes 1 , 
faddists utopias are outside the economic domain. 
They are luxuries which a poor country like India 
cannot morally indulge in. America and Great 
Britain may but the nemesis even for the rich coun¬ 
tries is sure to follow. 

IE. The queer notion of wealth. 

It is already shown that the position of gold as 
a basis of further wealth is untenable. Man and 
Nature form the root basis of wealth. Therefore, 
ignore gold, but look to the resultant of Man 
and Nature to finance the enterprises. And get 
rid of that queer mentality which marks money as 
tainted. There is no such thing in the world. 
It exists in imagination. Either all money is taint¬ 
ed or none is tainted. If one holds the former 
view; then he, she, or it must get out of the world 
and lead a life of an ascetic. This is the path for

bring the millennium. They prescribe their ‘Ism’ 
vithout diagnosing tne disease. Result they 
break their own head without benefitting the coun¬ 
try. Take a few ‘Isms’. Socialism is nothing,, 
but cupidity for the property ot others. A social¬ 
ist believes in parading paradoses. For example, 
he knows that the differential qualities in man are to 
a erect estent the gifts of God. So he naively 
suggests the annihilation of God. By annihilating

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Him, or Force, or Nature, or X—name does not 
matter—one cannot level-up conditions. So he 
suggests levelling-down by parading the ‘Have- 
nots.’ For him, the victory is complete if ‘Have- 
nots’ eat up the ‘Haves’ clean forgetting, that these 
classes are not stay put. Every minute of one’s 
existence, one notices the continuous shuffling 
and re-shuffling of these two classes: The ‘Haves’ 
get into the ‘Have-not’ class, and the “Have-nots” 
into the ‘Have’ class. Even if the class-war is 
stressed and the ‘Haves’ are eaten up, one will 
notice in the ‘Have-not’ class itself a few ‘Haves’. 
The fact is that socialism cannot equalise oppor¬ 
tunity and capacity 1 . Nobody can be a millionaire 
in a regime of socialism but one can be a pauper. 

A socialist government will have to considerab¬ 
ly relax the present day marriage rules as equality 
of sex life will need an army of demi-mondes and 
zigolos. 

In India, God-fear, Property-love, chastity- 
fanaticism play a very important part and yet the 
quasi-intellectuals of India are very fond of import¬ 
ing the Western brand of Socialism to undermine 
the very stability of the Indian Society! 

1 Can Destiny, will-force, brain force, and life force of 
the producers be socialised? 
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A few lines in praise of the Indian socialist 
leaders Trill not be amiss. They have focussed their 
attention on the transference of property to the 
‘Have-not’ ere up. They sincerely believe that in 
India there is room for only one class—the ‘Have- 
not.’ The ‘Haves’are out of place. And they have 
very wisely refrained from openly casting aspersions 
on Gcd or ridiculing forced one-sided morality— 
chastity in order to save their skin. 

Take Co m munism. “To everyone according 
to his needs” and “the workers of the world unite. 
You have nothing to lose, but your shackles” are 
the slogans of U.S.S.R. founded by Lenin who 
believed in the futility of “one nose, one vote.”!!! 

The balance to measure human needs has 
been constructed in Russia and the world is waiting 
for the same. During this waiting period, what 
one notices is the slow, but steady drift of Russia 
from the new shifting base to the old steady base of 
‘differential qualities and differential needs.’ 

The above does not in any way indicate that 
the present conditions are the best an d that no 
change is necessary. Having admitted that life 
flows and new values are required to suit new con¬ 
ditions, change in our present views is imperative. 
But the change must be along the line which suits 
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the country—fits in with its traditions, its culture 
its beliefs. Importation of Russian or European 
brand of “Ism” must stop and in their place the 
intellectuals and the divines of India give “Indism” 
which will admit the All-powerful swav of God; 
recognise the sanctity of private property with its 
attending social and economic responsibility to¬ 
wards the less-favoured people; and emphasise the 
virtue of chastity along with an equal emphasis on 
celibacy. It will attempt to equate Gods of various 
types in this country; it will teach responsibility 
to the property owmers; and it will equate chastity 
■with celibacy. Then alone India will succeed in 
giving a constructive thought to the w^orld and the 
demon of communalism which has made India 
the laughing-stock of the civilised w-orld will be 
scotched. 

The above lines clearly show in what direction 
the dying machinery of Distribution should be 
reformed. When it comes to planning, first place 
should be given to Planning Population which 
subject has been tabooed by the tin-gods who con¬ 
trol the destiny of this country probably because 
this subject wounds their finer—or is it grosser?—- 
susceptibilities. But we can’t shut our eyes to 
facts. They stare at us. They demand solution. 
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Every economist mould admit that by rationalising 
production and utilising new sources like the mitring 
wealth, the wealth can be increased. Let it be 
granted that by planning industries and adopting 
the latest ideas, production is increased twenty- 
five per centum; but during this period while the 
nation was engaged in this production of wealth, 
it also engaged itself in producing children—the 
only industry in India carried on a Trust stage—and 
tneieoy population shot up by fifty per centum. 
In spite of the increase m wealth the new mouths 
lower the standard of living. This “typhoon of 
cnildren in an over-populated and poverty-stricken 
country like India is neither warranted by the needs 
of the country nor by the standard of life she is try¬ 
ing to create. But then the unthinking producers 
of children do not get worried, for they believe that 
with one mouth, God gives a pair of hands. They 
do not know that the mouth starts functioning from 
the time of birth and the hands may or may not 
function for twenty years, 

\Vhat is the remedy suggested to correct this 
illogical viewpoint? SELF-CONTROL—only a 
Bedlamite can have faith in it, for the sex demands 
exceed in intensity the urge of the ego. 

The economist must urge the adjustment of 
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population to the conditions prevalent and he must 
advocate Limitation. In some countries like 
Germany, Italy, Japan they recommend increase 
cf population and ways are devised to attain this 
end. But in those countries, they have only one 
principle to follow, namely, grab the lands of others 
—forcibly swallow up the countries of others and 
thus create room for their increasing population. 
And if they fail in their objective, they let a few 
millions be wiped out by wars and thus attain the 
equilibrium. Alas! this method is beyond India 
and so for her to increase the population is tanta¬ 
mount to signing her own death-warrant. 

After solving her population problem, India 
should boldly make up her mind to go in for large 
scale production. The days of La Petite industries 
are over. She should not waver between cottage 
and factory industries and firmly decide for Trust 
stage of production. If this is agreed upon, then 
labor which is being politically exploited should 
be rigidly disciplined and made responsible to its 
own executive. Without disciplining labor, large 
scale production will remain a dream. 

Labor in India must not be encouraged to de¬ 
mand the utter annihilation of the capitalist, for it 
is the capitalist who creates jobs for them. The

cotton that capitalists are vampires thriving on the 
ctccd or hiocur. They should know that a Govern¬ 
ment which takes up a fanatical attitude succeeds 
an towering me earning capacity of the people 
over wmcn it is supposed to rule beneficially. 

Cottage industries are all very well for keeping 
up the Art, but you cannot feed and clothe four 
hundred million people on Art. This can only be 
done by cur tactones feeding on our farms. 

This v. ill appreciaoly raise the price of agricul¬ 
tural products and tne bulk of the people in the 
country will gain. 

Tne fetish of rural development should be 
given up. It is very desirable to strengthen our 
villages, but not at the cost of our most precious 
assets, cities. The city is a beehive. It gathers 
ii.nd stores the honey of culture. If three-fourth, 
even half of rural India is sucked into the city’ 
Indians will begin to live. “From the village to the 
city is a leap across centuries—from the brutalising 
torpor of Nature’s tyranny over man into the order 
and alertness of man’s organised dominion over 
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Nature.” All this progress achieved by man in thou¬ 
sands of years is being reversed in the name of the 
down-trodden, starving billions in the villages. 
Nobody has raised his voice against this mad scheme 
of mad men. This ‘rurolatry’ is supposed to work 
miracles. What it will succeed in achieving will 
be the weakening of the finances and the toppling 
down of the cities. What is required is the con¬ 
version of villages into cities. More cities mean 
more strength to India. They are the reservoirs 
of the Nation into which is pooled the surplus 
resources of the villages and the Art of the 
country. 

Instead of helping evolution—from villages 
to cities, the country is subsidising devolution— 
back to villages. But what can one say when it 
is seen that the West after building up a wonderful 
edifice of Economic progress is now reverting to 
barbarism? The huge armament expenditure— 
the mobilisation of the past and present •wealth 
for the destruction of present and future wealth— 
is sure to lower their standard of living and thus 
their culture. Both—the doddering East and the 
mad West—are fraternising on their journey down¬ 
ward. Though they are traversing different paths: 
the East, its old path—‘soul-carpeted’; and the 
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West, its path metalled with gold—yet both have 
the same destination. Back of the Beyond. 

The East finances Poverty, while the West 
finances War. And a philosopher whispers 
“Extremes Meet.” 



CHAPTER VII 


WAR 




WAR 


“War is a biological necessity” —general von 
bernahardi. 

War is a legacy not of the jungle civilisation, 
but of Life itself. One sees in every sphere of Life, 
constant wars going on incessantly. That is how 
the institution of war evolved with life and will end 
with it. Till the very nature of Life is funda¬ 
mentally changed, for which there is no indication, 
wars cannot be ended. The little change which 
has taken place in humanity has taken millions of 
years and neither the humanity to-day has the pa¬ 
tience nor the will to end wars. 

Between the Ape-man of the Past and the civi¬ 
lised man of to-day, the basic demands of Life— 
Food and Sex—are the same. And if one analyses, 
one comes to the conclusion that even the method 
of obtaining the same is identical. The use of 
Force in the last resort is “the final argument” as 
it exploits the instinct of Fear. Leagues, Associa¬ 
tions, Pacts, Appeasements are missiles of Peace. 
They fall ‘dead’ in the zone of war. 
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Even the much advertised Soul-Power has to 
earthly utility in a battle-field. In point of fact, 
the ratio between S.P. (Soul-Power) and H.P. 
(Horse-Power) is invariably a fraction of one. 

War is destructive; but in destroying, it also 
creates. It develops certain noble traits, revives 
dying virtues and gives to humanity new values to 
build uoon in the light of the Past. 

i. w 

As a scavenger removing the stinking debris, 
mountain high of rotting values on the dung heap of 
the past and present humanity—war is a scavenger 
par excellence. Posterity though weighed down 
by the weight of wars in the past finds the path for 
construction free from the obstacles which a mov¬ 
ing-on humanity leaves in its trail. 

Wars in the past developed individual bravery 
and chivalry, while modem wars maximise or¬ 
ganisation and efficiency. In the past, wars were 
localised; but to-day the technique of war-fare is 
so highly developed that any nation attempting the 
impossible, localisation, will fail miserably. 

The childish attempts made to co nfin e wars 
to the military zone and leave the civil population 
free are bound to fail, because the civil is the reserve 
upon which the military draws. Therefore, if you 
wish to weaken the military, then you should des- 
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troy the civil which is the feeder for the mili¬ 
tary. Humanisation of war is an ideal, and not a 
practical reality. 

Wars are international in their effect. When 
all agreements are treated as mere scraps of paper 
and all treaties openly thrown to the wind, when 
reason is buried deep underground and arguments 
are not audible; the only thing to which the nations 
pay heed is the roar of the cannon. This final argu¬ 
ment clarifies issues and makes itself heard. 

Not for a moment it is assumed that war blesses 
the righteous. It brings victory to the mighty 
and. Power being God, Might is just as right or 
even more right than right is or can be. Those 
who stake themselves on Right and for Right give 
a wrong lead to their people, because they ignore 
the powerful effects of Propaganda which is a valua¬ 
ble ally of war. 

By Propaganda, one can easily change the men¬ 
tality of the people. It is easy for a propagandist 
to make false values look more glittering than real 
values and more acceptable to the people. He 
can make a spade look anything—sword, rifle, 
house, garden—but a spade and if it suits him to 
call a spade, a spade, he even achieves that. 

The use of violence on a systematised basis is 
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being freelv made bv all tlie countries of the world 

with the solitary exception of India which attempts 
unsuccessfully to switch on the final argument from 
the violence base to non-violence. 

Violence to succeed—in the opinion of IL 
Duce—“must be surgical, intelligent and chival¬ 
rous.” It must be based on Power to enforce the 
will. The will may be of an intelligent group or 
of an individual. In the latter case, one witnesses 
the birth of dictators. Howsoever one may laugh 
at them, 1 ridicule them; the fact is there for even the 
blinds to appreciate that they have invariably made 
their corporation—their country—a success. From 
loss-developing, weak countries; they have been 
raised to Profit-earning, strong countries to-day by 
these much abused and much maligned dictators. 
Germany and Italy and Ankara would have been 
liquidated and dissolved long ago, had it not been 
for Hitler and Mussolini and Kemal. 

These He-men superimposed their will on the 
wills of their nation by co-ordinating the various 
pro-forces, by annihilating anti-forces, and by cen¬ 
tralising all power in their own hands. Power

pride of ancestry nor hope of posterity.. (Southern Review, 
Louisana). 
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is nothing but the accumulated wills of the masses 
transferred to a group or to an individual. It is 
merely a relationship between a group or a person 
and other persons, in virtue of which this group 
or person, in inverse proportion to the part which 
it or he takes in action accomplishes the common 
object, that is to say,

v 1 D.A. (Direct action) 

In the moral relation, Power is the cause of the event 

and in the physical relation it is those who submit 

to the powder. The greater the number of people 

submitting to the authority, the greater will be the 

power of the authority. 

Power by itself is neither good nor evil and 
there can be absolutely no evil if it is used to fur¬ 
ther the cause of one’s country. The good old 
principle of end justifying the means is correct. 
Admitted that another country or countries may 
have to suffer, but that is the price one has to pay 
for being weak. To be weak is a crime of first 
magnitude though it is not defined as such by our 
legislators. 

The dictators have mastered the technique of 
Power and they are having their own w T av at the 
present. 
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■When a country is plunged into war, a living 
country immediately replaces the peace-time values 
by war-time values. Monetary and morality values 
are suspended and ultimately supplanted by war 
codes which are crystallised war values. 

To judge of war incidents from the standpoint 
of Peace time is to exhibit one’s own mental bank¬ 
ruptcy. Fundamental changes are necessary in the 
social structure to cope with the urgency and the 
intensity of the new demands. Those who depend 
on God and on their rights are speedily wiped out. 

A Government built on mob, deriving its 
authority from mob; and working under the direc¬ 
tions of mob is weak, foolish, and stupid. Such a 
Government cannot build up power. Faced with 
an external pressure, it breaks down and crumbles 
into pieces. 

India is such a country: Most ill-organised 
for any war purpose, be it to resist attack or to 
launch attack. Even a small one day defensive 
war will throw 7 all the parts of her governmental 
machinery in the dustbin. 

The situation has worsened considerably on 
account of the injection of decadent rotten ideas 
like Soul-force, non-violence. Peace army. God- 
intervention, into the shrivelled soul of India. 
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Why does India hate war so intensely when the 
West and Japan are so fond of the company of 
Mars is easy to explain? 

They are strong. They have Power, while 
India is powerless and weak. In her days of glory 
and power—the Vedic and the Epic periods—she 
divorced barren reason from her bed and took for 
her mate Mars. 

War has certain redeeming qualities. It de¬ 
velops, strengthens noble thoughts and ties. Sacri¬ 
fice of everything even life; heroism, chivalry, self¬ 
less devotion are some of the noble qualities which 
are evolved and toned by war. It clarifies the 
issues which block the normality of life. 

Then after the war is over, a period of peace 
and reconstruction sets in which develops thought 
and promotes Art. 

Much stress is laid on the cost of war. No¬ 
body denies the cost 1 which is considerable. Every 
body admits the strain to which the nations engaged 
in war are subjected. But then a phase in the life 
of nations is reached when all arguments fail and 
nations have no option but to secure adjustment 
in the field of battle by a clash of arms.

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War as a ‘scavenger’, as a settler of disputes, 
as a builder of noble values, as a rejuvenator of 
moribund values is a priceless heritage which man 
has inherited from Nature. 

It may be ended when the present humanity 
succeeds in evolving one State—the world State 
one humanity—the world humanity by abolishing 
geographical frontiers and annihilating man-made 
barriers.

Xi War’s Terrible Cost (From Everybody’s 
Book of Facts—Home Library Club). 

In the period from 1469 B.C. to A.D. 1930 
only 287 years were blessed with peace as against the 

3112 that were cursed with war.Some 8,000 

treaties meant “to last for all time” were signed 
between the years 1500 B.C. and A.D. i860, but the 
average life of these “inviolable” agreements was 
two years. 

.War does not tend to disappear with the 

progress of civilisation.the world war of 1914- 

’18 was the “war to end war” and it cost approxi¬ 
mately 80,000,000,000. More than 10,000,000 
people, were killed; 20,000,000 were wounded; 
and 10,000,000 died in the Influenza epidemic that 
followed and was a consequence of the conflict. 
The number of people directly engaged was about 
70,000,000. 

The loss in production during the war years is 
incalculable; for the period the loss is 

estimated to have amounted to £42,500,000,000. 

For the conquest of Abyssinia in 1935 ant ^ 
1956, Italy transported to Abyssinia 350,000 men, 
53 million feet of tent canvas, 62 million feet of 
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assorted cloth, 87,000 horses and mules, 13,500 
motor vehicles, 11,500 machine guns, 450,000 
rifles, 800 guns and 300 tanks. No less than *215 
bake-ovens, 5,500 telephones (with 2,000 miles 
of wire), 1,081 wireless sets, 54 aerodromes and 
10,995 water and fuel containers were used. 


Over 1,000 tons of bombs were dropped from 
637 aeroplanes, and 155,000 rounds of ammunition 
were fired by machine guns. Over 46 tons of food 
were brought to advance posts by aeroplane. 

In 1938 the annual cost of armaments per head 
of the population was £12 in Germany, £j in Bri¬ 
tain, £6 in Russia, £5 in France and Japan, £3 in 
Italy and £z in the U.S.A. 

Between 1913 and 1938 the proportion of their 
national incomes that was spent on armaments by 
the European Great Powers increased consider¬ 
ably. The following table shows the varying per¬ 
centages:

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In the twenty-five years immediately preced¬ 
ing the outbreak of the world war, the armaments 
expenditure of the six great Powers of Europe— 
Great Britain, France, Germany, Austria-Hungary, 
Russia, and Italy—rose from £130,000,000 to 
£45 0,000,000 per annum. During the same period, 
British expenditure rose from less than £50,000,000 
to over £200,000,000 a year. The whole amount 
expended by these Powers in the period 1889-1914 
was about £6,100,000,000 or one-fifteenth of the 
sum spent on the war itself. 
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“Culture is the bed on which the seed of civilisation 
Sprouts ”—SIR PATRICK GEDDES. 

Civilisation itself is an artificial product and a 
hot-house growth as the flowers in a conservatory, 
and like them will, without the constant care, re¬ 
lapse into the wild state again. 

And the most priceless possession of a nation 
is its own culture—a precious gift that a nation 
makes to the world humanity. But culture pre¬ 
supposes a certain fund to promote, evolve, de¬ 
velop thoughts which by a process of intellectual 
operations coalesces all that is best in the tradition, 
history, religion, convention of a nation. It has 
nothing to do with the mob. In point of fact, 
mob and culture are poles apart. 

This fund which the nation places at the dis¬ 
posal of the intellectuals; the thinkers, the philo¬ 
sophers, the scientists: frees them from the economic 
pressure and enables them to project their thoughts 
into the various domains of people’s activities. 
Without this fund, the intellectual activities cannot 
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be freely and folly developed. Therefore, this 
fond must be provided by the nation which desires 
cultural advancement. Condition for evolution 
and crystallisation of culture must be created by the 
nation. It is worth noting that nothing crystallises 
except upon a basis receptive to crystallisation. 

This culture is manufactured by top-men at 
the apex of the human society and it percolates 
slowly through the various strata of human society. 
The mob has no hand in manufacturing it: Its 
part is to assimilate. Assimilation will itself de¬ 
pend upon their power of receptiveness. This 
principle was well understood in the earliest periods 
of human evolution—the Vedic and the Epic pe¬ 
riods, because a class was marked out as a super¬ 
class which had nothing to do but to push up the 
cultural level of the nation. This Brahmin class 
was in charge of the culture of the nation. 

After the advent of the Moguls, they took upon 
themselves the task of financing the intellectuals 
and the first-rate artisans. The cultural level was 
pushed up, because of the fusion of Hindu culture 
with Mohammedan culture. The British realised 
no such responsibility towards the Indian culture 
with the result that it rapidly moved downward. 

The Congress which is functioning as a 
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Government in a large part of India has a very 
queer notion of culture. It believes in furthering 
culture by manufacturing it at the base and pump¬ 
ing it upward. They know not that culture at 
the base oscillates near about zero. All over the 
world and during various phases of human evolu¬ 
tion, one notices the downward trend of culture if 
it gets based on mob. But people in India are 
mob-mad and the dominant party believes that 
virtue like the residue always settles down. 

This being the fact, one vainly looks for the 
upward move of the cultural level as everybody 
acts in such a manner that he is understood by the 
mob. This lowers the cultural level to the level 
of the mob. 

This mass production of culture to suit the 
mob is sure to discourage cultural pursuits and it 
wall have a bad repercussion on the cultural tone of 
the country. The torch of Indian civilisation 
will flicker and ultimately get extinguished like the 
torch of Maya, Phonecia, Carthage, Babylonia, 
Mesopotamia. 

There are two sure ways of studying the cul¬ 
tural level of a nation: one, the contribution it makes 
to the world culture and second, the position that 
the women occupy. 
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Judged from the first standpoint, India’s con¬ 
tribution is very meagre; and from the second, it 
is very low as the position of women is unworthy 
of a great country like India. Here woman is 
crucified upon the cross of Ignorance. 

The Indian society has become so static that 
it must be hit before it can move and it can be hit 
only from above. If any effort is made to hit it 
from below, then the very structure of the society 
will break down. 

From the above, you give impetus to evo¬ 
lutionary processes and from the bottom, you re¬ 
lease revolutionary forces as the mob is blind. 
It cannot see. 

Here in India, a novel experiment is being 
carried on in the twentieth century. The mob 
brand of culture is being super-imposed upon the 
vanishing ancient cum medieval culture of India. 
This is rapidly bringing the cultural level to the 
mob level—the brute level -where jungle values 
will ultimately supplant the city values. The 
process of decline is not so very visible, because of 
the spiritual varnishing that is being given to this 
new product—Mob Culture. India has an infinite 
capacity for getting entangled in things spiritual. 
For it, temporal ways and means are illusory— 
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meaningless. But what has the mob got to do 
with things spiritual? A lot of hocus-pocus which 
c-oes under the name of Spiritualism is anti-Spirit 
(hence, against God) and anti-Social (hence, against 
Man). 

Now turn to the cultural movements of 
Europe and America. 

Both these continents take a right view of 
culture. They have contributed their full quota 
towards the world culture and they have raised the 
position of women to a very great extent. Judged 
from these two standards they have done well, 
but a shrewd analyser notes a few unblendables 
which detract much from the cultural progress 
of these continents. 

In America, the dollar basis of civilisation de¬ 
tracts much from the beauty of American life. 
One feels that the virile civilisation reached the 
adult stage without passing through the adolescent 
period. It did not get time to get mellowed. The 
strong racial prejudices—-the lynching and the 
pogrom—disfigure the life as it flows there. With 
time, America is bound to play a very dominating 
part in the European Politics and that will enable it 
to influence European thought to a great extent. 

But then Europe to-day is developing simul-

taneously three types of culture. French and Bri¬ 
tish cultures have very many points of contact as 
the alignment is on the same line. One may term 
it the bourgeoisie type. The same similarity one 
notices between German and Italian cultures. This 
may be termed one-man type. Russia is evoW 
a different variety of culture, the Proletariat type* 
This is an unique type as it upsets the laws of Socio¬ 
logy. It believes in mob manufactured culture 
permeating a classless society. 

There is more reason behind one-man type, 
because by a process of annihilation and selection 
one man succeeds in super-imposing his will on 
the people in a certain regional area. His will 
is the National will and his Knltur is their culture. 

The trouble starts wiien the He-man tries to 
force his unpalatable brand of culture on the rest of 
the world. How far he can succeed will depend 
on the power he can mobilise and exert. This 
type of culture is based on naked force and it can 
be resisted and smashed by Force alone and not 
by appeasement. The basic principle of this type 
of culture is the revival, resurrection of some of 
the old jungle values and to build up Life anewr on 
the.old basis of Fotce* 

The first type of culture—the bourgeoisie- 
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has some good points in its favour. For example, 
it concedes to the people Liberty, Fraternity, and 
Equality (Equality not in a foolish mathematical 
sense, but in a realistic sense which recognises the 
inexactitudes of the Creator). The trouble with 
this type is the flimsy basis of “one nose, one vote. 5 ’ 
Hence one notices the morbid tendency of deca¬ 
dence which has set in. 

The stream of culture, instead of getting 
strengthened by receiving the positive cultural 
contributions of the different nations and getting 
purified more and more by allowing the scum to 
settle down or evaporate, is getting weakened and 
sluggish on account of the negative values which 
nations pour into it and is getting muddier and 
fouler on account of the suspended stinking matter 
which it carries. 

For the purification and strengthening of this 
stream, war is the only solution. Howsoever, one 
may hate the word, but one cannot ignore it. 

In the clash of cultures, the nations involved 
in the struggle may be wiped out and the world 
may witness an upheaval the like of which it has 
so far not seen. But this mad world sees its sal¬ 
vation in war. A mirage playing with the vision 
of humanity and presenting distorted figures ! 
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“ Which is it? Is man only a blunder of God? 
Or is God only a blunder of man?” —nietzsche. 

There are thousands of Gandhis in India, but 
the world and India know only one Gandhi. He 
has been immortalised by the prefix Mahatma 1 
which the nation has, of its own accord, bestowed 
upon him. There are thousands of Mahatmas 
in TiHifl, but the world and India bow only to this 
Mahatma because of his sincerity, honesty of pur¬ 
pose, fetish of poverty, love for the weak and 
down-trodden, and utter surrender of his body 
and soul to God. Within two decades, he infused 
life in the dying people of India. And what is 
more he taught them the dignity of life. 

Within this period, he revolutionised the 
thought of the world. From a man of South 
African fame, he rose to the dizzy height of a world 
figure. His greatest achievement is the creation 
of political consciousness throughout the length

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and breadth of this vast Continent called India 
He nas made Indians to-day articulate and insis- 
nt on ^leir rights which India will take—not bee 
for—unto herself tomorrow or day after. 

This Herculean task would have normallr 
taken more than a hundred years and even then 
there could not be any surety. 

This thin man of no look—the only thing 
prominent in him is his big ears—dressed like a 
peasant with a big staff in his hand moved up 
and down and sideways throughout this country 
even to the remotest corners far away from the 
Railway termini scattering his ideas up the hill, 
down the vale, on the level ground, and into the 
wells, lakes, rivers. Miracle of miracles, some 
of the ideas took root and germinated and have 
grown like dak into sturdy trees which no typhoon 
from the West or from the East can blast, no man 
can fell. His ideas are novel. They are his own 
and yet in the first skirmish with the thought out¬ 
side India, he has come out successful. 

But this does not mean that his ideas are fool¬ 
proof, that they have no flaws, and that they are 
perfect. In point of fact, they are full of “nega¬ 
tions” as they deal with life as-it-ought-to-be and 
not as-it-is. 
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That is why they lead Mahatma to com mi t 
v/hat he terms “Himalayan blunders.” The trou¬ 
ble with him is that he wants all life to fit into his 
Mahatmk mould. It should be Gandbi-Marka 1 . 
No other brand suits him. The trouble is that in 
real life there is very little of ‘this or’. Goethe is 
of opinion that sentiments and actions have as 
infinite a variety of shades as there are between a 
Roman and a snub-nose. 

He believes in the divinity of Man: The di¬ 
vine aura which envelops a man incessantly drives 
him to tread the narrow path of virtue. This 
urge towards good—good of Mahatma’s own 
design—is the chief distinguishing feature of man. 
He has faith in the first line of Pliny: “There is 
nothing so noble, so grand as Man” and he has 
none in Pliny’s second line: “There is nothing 
so low, so contemptible as Man.” This belief 
has nothing to do with Reason or with the perfect 
science Mathematics, because both clearly explain 
that Man is a blend of both high and low quali¬ 
ties and the ratio between the two may be one to 
a thousand. 

Then he has faith in his “Inner Voice” which

In Mythology, God has selected His mediums 
to broadcast his words through them and the hypno¬ 
tised people have accepted them at their face-value. 
But what stuns a thinker is the utter futility of 
mediums for “the Highest, the Mightiest, the Best, 
the All-pervading and All-knowing; the Being 
which has neither a beginning nor an end.” It 

* Mantrani—Codified prayer. 
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is the incomplete man who stands in need of crutches, 
and mediums are nothing but crutches. God, 
if a portion of what is said about Him is true, needs 
no crutches to lean upon. 

Mahatmaji 1 taboos sex. For him, sex is a 
device to keep the race going. Any sex 
activity based on pleasure is sinful. A man 
can go to a woman only if he wishes to pro¬ 
duce children. He should not have recourse to 
sex act for any other purpose. This is nothing but 
the old, old theory of Sins of Flesh—the cardinal 
doctrine of the Catholics. A study of Gandhi— * 
pre-fifty age and post-fifty age—reveals his start¬ 
ling changes on Sex matters and there is nothing 
to wonder at, for in India in all cases of normal 
lives fifty is the Sex Satiation Point. 

Between the two extreme views on Sex—the 
Philosophy of the Poultry Yard and the Gandhian 
Philosophy of Abstinence—there is a golden mean: 
a rainbow arch of Pleasure cum Creation. The 
post-fifty and pre-fifty conditions must coalesce 
and evolve a standard which harmoniously blends 
the physical and psychic needs of sex.

1112,11 in tne world to-day who lias developed that 

intensity of love for and in God which Mahatmaji 
has been able to evolve, to develop, to fuse, and 
to infuse into his thin, wiry shell.

For example, any particular political programme 
which he is piloting is skilfully navigated out of the 
troubled waters and when it is only plain sailing 
and the port is near, he gives up paddling and takes 
to Passive Resistance and thereby fritters away the 
tremendous energy which the nation pooled and 
used in that movement. The loss does not worry 
him, for what matters to him is the purity of the 
soul. Once he gets an idea that the means adopted 
are unspiritual and unmoral even though thereby 
the object is achieved; he will move back, double- 
cross and give up the object so painfully and so 
laboriously achieved.

Given one man to fol¬ 
low him or no man; Gandhiji will start, drop, side¬ 
track, compromise any movement of any magni¬ 
tude in absolute deference to his ‘inner voice’. 
That is why he plays the Sola game to perfection. 

The right role for Gandhiji is that of a social 
reformer. His social theories are flawless. He first 
tests them in his own life and then releases them 
for application in a larger field. He has the cour¬ 
age to defy public opinion. Once convinced that 
he is in the right, he develops “L’ e’tat c’est moi” 2 
mentality. Various social reforms he has effected 
and thereby he has succeeded in imparting solidar-

POINTS OF AFFIRMATION AND 
NEGATION 

“Advance by affirmation — negation—negation of 
negation .”— hegel. 

A study of the conditions of the world to-day 
reveals startling changes in the mentality of the 
people who inhabit this bourne world. Some 
changes are healthy and some are unhealthy. In 
everything that a man doesj there is bound to 
be some incompleteness, some flaws and it behoves 
tr«m to weed out the unessentials, group the essen¬ 
tials, and develop them. A survey of the various 
problems—societal and otherwise—already dis¬ 
cussed reveal the moss-like growths asphyxiating 
the very life of humanity. Therefore, cut them out 
absolutely and thus destroy them utterly so that 
Life may flow in space freely, expand, gain vitality 
and by linking time to time may give us a glimpse 
of Eternity. 

The Points of Negation which are the ex¬ 
crescences of Life should not be permitted unlimi¬ 
ted growth. They should be neutralised by Points 
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of Affirmation which a healthy society can increase 
and strengthen. Therefore, let us create a hellthy 
human society which gives the first place to social 
progress: Build upon atheistic humanism. 

Take Life. 

^Across the bed on which Life flows, man 
foolishly creates innumerable barrages. Different 
values for different individuals in different times is 
an axiom of Life and those who seek for fixity in 
their values are the people who create barrages^ 
They make Life jumpy. There does exist a hier¬ 
archy of values ranging from simple physical com¬ 
forts up to the highest satisfactions of love, aesthetic 
enjoyment, intellect, creative achievement, virtue. 
They are neither absolute nor transcendental nor 
they can be graded into an accepted order. Abso¬ 
lute truth, beauty, morality or virtue emanating from 
an external power or imposed by an internal stan¬ 
dard is a myth of man’s fabrication. 

Mussolini beautifully expresses his own ideas 
on Life when he says, “For myself, I have used only 
one big book. For myself, I have had onlv one 
great teacher. The book is life lived. 

The teacher is day-by-day experience. The 
reality of experience is far more eloquent t han all 
the theories and philosophies on all the tongues 
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and all the shelves.” 

Therefore, build on “life lived” and let the 
cruide be “Experience.” Destroy barrages in order 
to enable Life to flow unrestrictedly. Truth is a 
o-reat baffler. It excites Man for pursuit and then 
flits away like the will-o’-the-wisp. There are so 
many brands of truth that it is impossible for one to 
pick out any brand and say definitely and positively 
that it is the only truth. That is why. Truth must 
be understood subjectively and not objectively. 
A cynic like Nietzsche speaking of Truth says, 
“And when truth hath once triumphed, then ask 
yourselves with good distrust: what strong error 
hath fought for it?” But the refrigerated or 
condensed spirits do not accept this truth as truth, 
for they are so soaked in their own muddy truth 
that they have neither the eyes nor the intellect to 
appreciate the beauty in the truths of others. 

Religion is considered to be based on truth. 
The various strands which make up religion—the 
warp and woof—are composed of Truth and of no 
other ingredients. Hall-marked Truth which goes 
in the making of all religions has caused and is 
causing humanity a considerable amount of pam 
and loss of lives, and property. And the things 
will not improve in future unless the so-called re 
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ligious truths are demolished and a new religion 
is constructed on the foundation of Reasoned 
not on faith. 

Reason is an unique lighthouse in a sea of 
Ignorance. Ignorance being the main cause of 
disharmony and friction and faith, therefore, end 
Ignorance and thus revitalise religion by injecting 
into it Reason and not man-made truths. ^ 
All religious beliefs are either pathological 
phenomena of human psychology or useless phe¬ 
nomenon of moral incrustation. The assumption 
of a Fixed Point—the point from which all Life 

radiates out and into which merges all Life_is 

faulty in conception and abortive in delivery, be¬ 
cause there is no such thing as the fixed point. 
It is variable. It decreases in proportion to as the 
discoveries of Science advance. That is why 

Science and religion are in inverse ratio to one 
another: 

X (the fixed point) « ——~L _ 

S (Science) 

Need for practicalising religion on the above theory" 
^obvious-. Much of the rubs in the religious 
fields will be removed if one allows variations in 
religion in order to adjust X with Science. 

The present tendency to excite religious emo- 
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tion under pathological conditions degenerates 
it into cruelty—cruelty of the most abhorrent type. 

Therefore, rationalise Religion by divorcing 

it from Faith. 

The following lines of Julian Huxley taken 
from John O’London’s Weekly, London, December 
2 1938 are worth quoting: “I do net believe in 
the existence of a god or gods. The conception 
of divinity seems to me to be a false one, based 
on the quite unjustifiable postulate that there must 
be some more or less personal power in control 
of the world. We are confronted with forces be¬ 
yond our control, with incomprehensible disaster, 
with death and ecstasy, with a mystical sense of 
union with something greater than our ordinary 
selves, with sudden conversion to a new way of 
life. In theistic religions all these elements of actual 
experience have been woven into a unified body of 
belief and practice in relation to the idea that a god 
or gods exist. This I believe is the result of asking 
the & wrong question, ‘who or what rules the uni¬ 
verse?’ For so far as we can see, it rules itself, and 
if such power does exist, we can have no know¬ 
ledge of it. 

“Similarly with immortality. With our pre¬ 
sent faculties, we have no means of giving a cate- 
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goncal answer to the question of whether we sur¬ 
vive death, or it there is life after death. That being 
so, it is a waste of time and energy to devote our¬ 
selves to the problem of achieving salvation in the 
Ihe to come. I do believe, though, that it is pos¬ 
sible to achieve some satisfactory adjustment be¬ 
tween ourselves and the world and the social world 
of man. 

But if God and immortality be repudiated 
what is left, the atheist is asked. In point of fact’ 
a great deal is left. Many men and women have’ 
led active, or self-sacrificing, or noble lives with¬ 
out any belief in God or immortality. 

. “Diversity is not only the salt of life, but "the 
basis of collective achievement. And the comple- 
ment^of diversity is tolerance and understanding... 

I believe that we can never reduce our prin¬ 
ciples to any few simple terms. Existence is al¬ 
ways too various and too complicated. We must 
supplement principles with faith. And the only 
faith that is both concrete and comprehensive is 
in life, its abundance and its progress. My final 
belief is in life.” 

If there is any divinity, that is in sex. A man 
sees it in woman and the woman sees it in man 
Thus each is complementary of the other. Both 
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bv fusion form one human unit and, what is more, 
create human units by “the fusion of the flesh”. 

Sex expresses itself with just the same elemental 
force where there is no culture at all as where there 
is the highest. This fact is ignored by the people 
',vho aim at throttling “this snake” by their ethical 

code and taboos. 

No human passion is as innocent and as ele¬ 
mental as sex passion and yet morality, religion, 
emotion are all roped in to harness it, to throtde N 
and ultimately kill it. A man who is freed of it 
o-ets deified. Therefore, the highest elevated spiri¬ 
tual position can be achieved by castration!!! Much 

of the sex rubs wifi disappear if woman is considered 
as a delicious instrument of pleasure. For this 
conception, it would be necessary to know its 
quivering strings, study the pose of it, its turn- 
keyboard. Is it after all not a known fact that we 
are brought into this world twice? Once by our 
mother and once by the woman we love.

But there is a difference. While the first is 
checked by the rising spirit of nationalism, the latter 
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is ao-o-ravated and accelerated by nationalism. One 
oerceives the silent working of Greshams Law 
I Politics: Bad candidates drive out good can¬ 
didates 1 —Natural selection of the worst, a sort ot 

voting cattle, the Political 

leader who can dope the public and get the maxi- 
mum votes need possess only the tollowmg 

qualities: 

(a) He must not be modest, 
m He should be teady to dissemble and lie, 

(c) He should be free with promises, and 
(J) He should play upon the lower aspirations 
and passions of the public. 

Whatever these politicians may say, the fact remains 
that they can only give to proletariats the literty

Without realism. 55 The gift of the gab is a price¬ 
less weapon of a political leader who is invariably 
an opportunist par excellence. 

Look at India fermenting with politicians and 
the will of the people. Politics here just as else¬ 
where is a strong bid for power—for tyranny. 

The inefficient, empty politics of the Congress 
creates ^ supine victims and bullying authorities. 
Their chief policy is to ingratiate themselves with 
the masses. The intellectuals must descend down 
to the level of the masses in order to get their 
votes. The mob has no uplifting force. Its 
pulling down and out-rooting force is great. That 
is why fraternity with them is neither desirable nor 
has any utility. Speaking on this, Musso lini says, 
I have always spoken with naked candour and 
even with brutality to the multitudes as the contemp¬ 
tible courtship of the leader with the mob is sicken¬ 
ing-” 

To tolerate, to pretend to understand, to grant 
to the violence of the crowd is the negation of a 

Government. 

The silent revolution created by the Congress 
is marked by fate for failure. There are three de¬ 
finite groups which form this revolutionary party: 
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First, the conscientious and unselfish leaders say 
OI p er C ent.; Second, the great human mass 99.99 
per cent.; and Third, of this great human mass 
more than 80 per cent, are adventurers and melan¬ 
cholic intellectuals who can be termed “Ascetics 


of Revolution.” 

The first forms the aristocracy of rulers. They 
create and provide all the momentum to the move¬ 
ment. _ 

The second forms the laborious and disciplined 

leaven to the new regime. After the movement 
is over, they peacefully revert back to their work 

and to the station of their life. 

And the third is the “Dead” burden, because 
the adventurers are after their own fortune and the 
intellectuals waste time and energy in sophistry 
and doubts. One and all of them are opportunists. 
They are after Power or Money or Both. _ 

As there has been no revolution so far which 
has succeeded in changing the nature of men, so 
it is imperative for a Party after it captures the Go¬ 
vernment to put a padlock on the door to prevent 
the influx of further membership as these oppor¬ 
tunists of the eleventh hour eat up the dynamic 
original soul of the organisation. 

Not so is the case with the great political or- 
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ganlsation in India—the Congress. It not onlv 
removed ail padlocks, but it also removed all doors 
and used all its powers vested in its Governments 
to permit a free in-rush of a sweeping avalanche of 
new members even after the Zero hour was past. 

These time-servers, opportunists of the n th 
type have eaten up every grain of the ‘soul-coatine’ 
of the movement and have left the sordid and bitter 
so-called truths exposed. They stink and foul the 
atmosphere and thus not only degenerate the 
movement, but Life itself. 

In the field of Economics, one notices marked 
improvement in the machinery of production. 
The efficiency of all the factors of production has 
been considerably raised, thanks to the advance¬ 
ment in Science, and the factors are better organised 
and better co-ordinated. 

But under the stress and strain of political cum 
economic disturbances, the machinery for distri¬ 
bution has broken down. In this connection, 
the factory for the manufacture of Credit—the 
Banks—is greatly responsible. The “Too iron, 
too wooden, too antidiluvian” rules of the fossili¬ 
sed past have failed in keeping pace with the in¬ 
creased volume of currency, its velocity of circula¬ 
tion, and the rising standard of life 
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Further, the State and Banks commonly follow 
the new economic trend, namely, the mobilisation 
of present wealth and the mortgaging of the future 
wealth in order to cope with the growing needs 
of the military. A very large portion of the wealth 
created or to be created is earmarked for des¬ 
tructive purposes. Therefore, very little is left for 
producing further wealth and for keeping the 
humanity going. 

It is for this reason very strongly suggested 
that the control of all supplies should be put into 
the hands of sincere sensible men who are still 
men enough to know that manhood is not the same 
thing as goods. 

Men to-day by co-operating and wrestling with 

Nature can maximise production and each will have 
a larger share only if the distributive function is 
taken off its individual basis and put on its right 
pedestal—Neo-Collectivism. This Neo-Collectiv- 
ism has nothing in common with the puerile, stupid, 
frivolous “isms” which have their mushroom 
growth overnight and wither away in the dung- 

heap on which they grow. 

Neo-Collectivism makes allowances for the 
differential qualities and needs of men. It solves 
only the problem for necessaries and keeps different 
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classes apart as it admits the varying needs for 
luxuries for which men must strive and secure for 
themselves. It recognises that ‘Equality, Frater¬ 
nity, Liberty’ is the cry for the moon and each will 
get for himself what he deserves—the differential 
scale for different types of men. It emphasises 
that equality outside the realm of figures is a myth—- 
a creation of disordered brains. 

In India, Economics is being spiritualised by 
the Mahatma. Definite emphasis is being laid on 
lowering the standard of living, so that the sur¬ 
plus may go to the worse off. He knows not that 
the moment the standard is lowered, the surplus 
wdll disappear and the adjustment between classes 
will take place at a lower level. The whole eco¬ 
nomic policy may be summed up as resting on the 
conversion of trousers into loin-cloths. 

The right policy is to raise the income per 
capita and then to utilise this increased income to 
further raise the level of production so that India 
ultimately reaches the peak position. 

Truly it is said that there are no barren lands, 
the earth is worth w T hat man is worth. Let the 
productive capacity of man be raised. Automati¬ 
cally it will raise the productive capacity of the earth. 
This will create bigger differences between man 






The one thing good about war is that it stcns 
the rot which invariably sets in if a nation basks 
in peace for a long time. This might be termed 
the silver lining in the otherwise dark cloud or war. 
Certain values like unselfishness, heroism, chivalry 
grow and get toned up by war. 

In the evolution of power, naked force was 
the first. Birth, intellect, money came later on. 
Wherever they fail, the primitive power—force—is 
used to adjust the differences. This was and is 
still to-day an Adjuster par excellence . Justice with¬ 
out force and force without justice stink and are 
bad; but the trouble is that those who are in the 
wrong, by ratiocination, succeed in convincing 
themselves that they are in the right. That is 
why one sees daily the futility of justice without 
force—a sort of paralysed Justice—achieving no¬ 
thing and force without justice achieving something 
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or all. 

Howsoever one may dispute the above conclu¬ 
sion, the fact remains. The logic of words cannot 
possibly influence the logic of history. The read¬ 
ing of history makes the above clear. Force with 
or without justice tells. The new wave of national¬ 
ism makes the occurrences of wars inevitable. 
Imperialism which is nothing but nationalism armed 
and strengthened gives additional fillip to wars. 
Internationalism is no solution for the ending of 
wars as it is the invention of people who have been 
denationalised, who are de classe. Throughout the 
universe the law of evolution reigns, which denies 
the blending of the unblendable. In the vegetable 
and animal kingdoms, there is no revolution. 

The only way to end war ;s to have one world 
state, one world Nation and as it is not feasible; 
therefore, the only way not to end war but to defy 
war is to be prepared for war. Preparedness for 
v?ar is to-day the best guarantee against war. The 
idealistic non-violence, the mystic Peace army in-' 
viting butchery and not resisting it, the calling in 
of God, building on Right, and resisting bullets 
and flashing bayonets by soul-force are the methods 
preached by Christ, condemned by Christians but 
followed by Mahatmaji and his devout w ■■■'dippers.
